There Evelyn Nesbit 
was playing on Christmas eve, 1903, 
and it was after he had been told 
the young lady had gone away with 
Thaw, that White, after saying, "Oh, 
that Plttsburger," was heard later 
to remark, "I'll find and kill that 


before daylight."

INTEREST CENTERS IN LAWYERS. 


When .Trial Began Attorney Detmo 


Took Command of Detente. 


New York, Jan. 6.—Interest in the 


opening of the thaw case today cen- 
tered In the maneuvers ot the counsel 
for the defense, who at the end of 
yesterday's proceedings had an earn- 
est consultation among themselves ai 
to the future conduct of tho case. 


It was evidently decided to put. the 


matter squarely up to the defendant 
and before the court, session began to- 
day all of the six lawyers who have 
represented Thaw since the begin- 
ning of his trial went Into the prison- 
er's pen to discuss tho matter 
with 


him. 
They were still in the pen when 


Justice Fitzgerald took the 
bench, 


and then filed Into the court room 
along with the defendant. 
All the 


lawyers took their accustomed places 
at the counsel table. 


Thaw's Sister* Appear. 


The countess of Yarmouth appeared 


!n court this morning for the first 
time In several days. 
She looked a 


trifle pale. Along with the countess 
came George L. Carnegie 
and 
his 


wife another sister of the defendant. 


Two Experts on Sanity Wh o Will Testify in the Thaw Case. 


Edward and Josiah Thaw also were 
members of the family circle today, 
the only absentees fceing Mrs. Wil- 
liam Thaw, the mother, and Mrs. Eve- 
lyn Nesbit Thaw, the wife of the de- 
fendant, both of whom "are barred by 
the rule excluding witnesses. 


When the court session began. Mr. 


Jerome stated that on adjournment 
yesterday the point was pending as 
to the admission of certain testimony 
by a witness who was about to state 
a conversation with Thaw In January 


1904. 


The court had sustained the objec- 


tion to the question Interposed by the 
district attorney, but had Invited the 
citation of authorities. 


Delma* Takes Command.'

case which he had applied, when At- 
torney Delmas arose and suggested 
that a witness be placed on the stand 
before the continuing of the proceed-

It, then became known that Mr.

Jerome replied 


to Mr. Delmas that the matter of al- 
lowing the witness Boman to state a 
conversation 'with the defendant was 
pending yesterday and should be fin- 
ally decided before bringing In fur- 
ther examination. 


Mr. 
Delmas --thereupon said 
he 


would withdraw the questions asked 
the witness, which caused the objec- 
tion to be entered. This was agreed 
to. 


Mr. Jerome said he would withdraw 


his objection to the introduction ot 
evidence tending to show Insanity In 
collateral branches of the Thaw fam- 
ily, provided certain questions asked 
the witnesses offered yesterday were 
withdrawn. 


"Wo withdraw the questions," said 


Mr. Delmas, "and will go over the 
matter again."

Mr. Delmas then directed that Ben- 


jamin Boman. whose testimony had 
been excluded yesterday, be recalled. 


Boman said that in 1903 he was a

Indiscriminate selling of liquors In | ; 
drug stores.

In the first place it has heon sug- 


gested . that applicants for liquor 
licenses 
must, present, the recom- 


mendations of ten or twelve free 
holders worth not, less than $2.000 
each in unencumbered real estate, 
who will vouch for his moral char- 
acter, although not required to be- 
come bondsmen, and secondly ap- 
plicants must, bo ablo to speak, road 
and wrlto English and have been 
citizens of the United States for not, 
less than a year, residents of tho 
state for the same length of time 
and of the city in which they pro- 
pose to do business for at least six 
months. 
This Is designed to rid the cities 


of undesirable foreigners who may 
want to engage In tho business. It, 
is also proposed to make tho re- 
strictions against, women being per- 
mitted about, saloons very stringent 
and to confine them to the business 
districts whero they can be under 
close police surveillance ns a means 
of preventing crime. 
The high li- 


cense, It is contended, will prevent 
saloons that, are 
conducted 
near 


factories, schools and churchs. and 
keep the rsidence districts free. 


A new feature talked of is to pre- 


vent the selling of intoxicants over 
saloon counters on credit, for 
the 


reason that It frequently Induces 
customers to drink more than they 
would if they were forced to pay 
cash. 
This will, It is contended, 


protect laboring men with monthly 
pay days, and if the law applies to 
all alike each saloonkeeper will bo 
in the same position and can refuse 


The and free lunch bill will also 


be supported. 
A short time ago a 


movement was started among the sa- 
loons in the central part of the city 
to abolish this and all but two men 
signed an agreement, and because 
they could not be persuaded to do 
so the cause was lost. 
It Is con- 


tended that the lunch keeps men 
away from their families and their 
meals.

The concensus of opinion is that, 


with a high license and other proper 
restrictions 
there will not bo as 


many saloons as are now licensed, 
that the revenue will be as large 
and probably larger and that only 
men of good judgment can engage 
in the sale of liquors. Road houses

Four men were in the saloon when 


Augsburger was killed. Two of them

Robert VanAlstine Killed in 


Runaway Mishap West

Robert. VanAlstine. 18 years of age, 


son of Frank VanAlstine, was instant- 
ly killed In a runaway accident near 
tho farm of H. C. McMaken, four miles 
west of the city on the Huntington 
road, at 1 o'clock this afternoon. Ha 
was thrown from th3 wagon in which 
he was riding, his neck was broken 
and his hend frightfully crushed by 
tho force of the fall. 


Young VanAlstine, with others, was 


in the employ of Mr. McMa,ken put- 
ting up ice from a creek iipon hia 
farm. He had worked during the fore- 
noon, eaten his dinner, hitched up hU 
team and was driving to the creek for 
another load of ice when the team ha 
was driving became frightened upon 
the highway in front of the home of 
Carl Wiklie, about forty rods from 
the McMaken barn. 


The horses in their flight dashed the 


wagon against a telephone pole, snap-' 
ping it off as though it. were but a 
reed, and the young boy was pitched 
out. 
with terrible force. Mrs. Wilkie, 


from her home opposite the scene ot 
the accident, was the only eye-witness 
to the affair. She hurried to the spot, 
saw the boy lying beneath the wrecked 
wagon, and at. once ran to the McMak- 
en home nnd gave the alarm. 


Mr. McMaken and others responded, 


and examination showed that the In- 
juries had proven fatal. It is believed 
that the lad must have been thrown 
against the telephone pole, and that 
the fall was of force 
sufficient to 


break his neck and to inflict the Inju- 
ries to the side of his head. The cor- 
oner was summoned, and later the 
body was removed to the McMaken 
home, from whence Undertaker Pel- 
tier removed it to the city. 


Frank VanAlstine, father of the vic- 


tim of the accident, resides on the 
Huntington road about one and one- 
half miles west of the scene of the ac- 
cident.

The witness said he was a door- 
keeper at the Madison Square garden 
theater from 1902 to February. 1904. 
after which be worked in New Haven 
and Long Island City. Before 1902 ho 
had been employed as a brass worker. 
Between these employments he took 
odd jobs, ushering In theaters and 
other occupations, tbe details of which 
Mr. Jerome inquired Into closely. 


Thaw's sisters evidently became re- 


assured daring the long and rather 
tedious cross-examination, for after 
George Carnegie had gone to them 
and explained the character of tho 
testimony, they 
returned 
to their 


places in the second row of chairs 
back: of the prisoner. 


Thsw Alert, Then Orowsy. 


Harry Thaw, who had shown nlert 


Interest during the testimony as to the 
threat said to have been made against 
him by Stanford White, gave evidence 
of becoming fatigued and yawned sev- 
eral 
times. The 
defendant 
today 


seemed paler than usual. 


Boman said that he went to Long 


Island City "In the cold spring 
of 


- 1905," but under questioning corrected 


the time to August. 


"And you recollect 
that 
August, 


1905, was In tbe cold spring season of 
1905?" aaked Mr. Jerome. 


The witness admitted that he bad 


been mistaken. 


"Have you received any compensa- 


tion in this case?" asked the district 
attorney. 


"No, sir. I have hot," said Boman 


emphatically. 
"Been promised any?" 
"No." 
.Referring .to his statement that he 


hid told Thaw of White's threat, he 
repeated the story as told on direct 
examination. 


."To whom did you first tell 
the 


jtory?" 
Told a Detective. 


."To Detective Sergeant John Her- 


llhy." 
."To whom next?" 
'"Mr. Thaw." 
Boman said he did not tell any one 


else. 
.He said the incident occurred on 


Christmas, eve, 1903. 


"You are sure of that?" asked the 


district attorney. 


,"To the best of my recollection." 
'"Is your recollection good?" 


"Pretty fair." 
.The witness said that 'The Girl 


Prom Dixie'1 was playing at the thea- 
ter at the time, and that Evelyn Nes- 
bit was in the cast. She left the thes. 
ter that night a little after 11 o'clock 


Mr. Jerome then took the witness 


carefully over every detail of his con- 
versation with White at the theater. 
"Where were you doorkeeper?" 
"At the stage entrance." 
"And when Mr. White said to you, 


You are a d—n liar.' after you had 
told him Miss Nesbit was out, what 
did you do?" 
I told him to go back on the stage 


and see for himself." 
Never Had Had Trouble With White. 


"You had never had any altercation 


with Mr. White or given him cause to 
address you in the manner he did, had 
you?" 


"No." 
"How was Mr. White dressed? 
"He had on a heavy overcoat with a 


fur collar." 
"Who else was on tbe stage at tbe 


time of this occurrence?" 


"No one." 
"What time of the day was it? 
"A.bout 11 or half past 11." 
"When Mr. White returned from the 


stage, just what did he do?" 
"He went by me muttering, but I 


could not catch some of the things he 
said. He took the pistol from his 
pocket and held It In his hand until 
he reached the stage door. 
As he 


pushed this open he replaced the re- 
volver in his overcoat pocket. 


'What other conversation did you 


have with Mr. White?" 


Had Gone Home With Thaw. 


"When I told him Miss Nesbit had 


gone home, he asked me with whom?" 
" 'Mr. Thaw* I replied." 
"'Oh, that Pittsburger?' Mr. White 


"Had Miss Nesbit gone with Mr. 


Thaw?" asked Mr. Jerome. 
"Yes, he came for her in an auto- 


mobile." 
"Was he alone?" 
"Yes " 
"Mr Boman, you have told us every- 


thing that Stanford White said that 
night?" 


"Then you never heard 
Stanford 


White say that he would kill Harry K. 
Thaw?" 


"No." 
"Did he mention Thaw's name? 
"No." 
"When did you first tell this story 


to defendant's counsel?" 
- 
"I don't remember the date or the 


letter, but I think in December last." 


"How did you do It?" 
"I wrote a letter." 


Will Produce the Letter. 


On Mr. Jerome's demand. Attorney 


Hartrldge promised to produce that 


"Did you think this story was of im- 


portance to the defense?" 


"Yes." 
"And yet you waited from June to 


last December before telling his coun- 
sel?" 
"Yes." 
Boman then described his visits to 


the Thaw counsel and told of making 
an affidavit In relation to his story- 
When the district attorney had con- 
cluded his cross-examination. Mr. Del- 
mas took the witness In hand again on 
re-direct. 
Boman said he was a soldier in the 


United States army from 1898 to 1899. 


"Were you In active service?" 
Mr. Jerome was on his feet with an 


objection, but the answer had been re- 
corded. 
"I withdraw the 
question," re- 


marked Mr. Delmas, evidently satis- 
fled. 
"1 hope counsel will keep within the 


law." suggested Mr. Jerome. 


Hope to Learn from Jerome. 


"Wo hope to learn from you, Mr. 


District Attorney," replied Mr. Del- 
mas, suavely. 


"How did Mr. White come to the 


theater the night of the Incident as to 
which you have testified?" 


Mr. Jerome's objection was 
over- 


ruled. 


"In an electric cab." 
"Were you advised by any one to 


communicate Mr. White's threats to 
Mr. Thaw?" 


The district attorney objected and 


was sustained. 


"But you wrote to Detective Ser- 


geant Herlihy here at headquarters?" 
"Yes." 
"That's all." 
The witness was excused. 


Witness Was Withdrawn. 


William C. Howard, a piano dealer, 


succeeded Mr. Boman on the stand. 
He testified that he did not know 
Stanford White, but that a man had 
been pointed out to him as Mr. White. 


Mr. Delmas asked: "Did yon ever 


have a conversation with the man who 
was pointed out to you as Stanford 
White?" 


'. "Yes." 


"Where and when was It?" 
"In Madison Square Garden in tbe 


latter part of June, 1904." 


"State tbe whole circumstance." 
The district attorney 
objected on 


tbe ground that there had been no 
Identification 
of Stanford White ss 


the man with whom Howard talked. 


Mr. Howard said he could not Iden 


tify the man with whom he talked, by 
a photograph, unless the picture was 
which Stanford White sat. 
hat. 


Mr. Delmas thereupon withdrew the 


witness until some future time. 


Writer Witness of-.Shooting. 


Martin Green, a newspaper 
man, 


was brought forward as a witness. 
Mr. Green said he was on Madison 
Square roof garden the night of the 
tragedy sitting at a table not more 
than twenty feet from the table at 
which Stanford Whie sat. 


"When did you first see Harry Thaw 


-ttat night?" 


"After the shooting; he was stand- 


ing over Stanford White." 


"When did you next see him?" 
"In the hallway of the roof garden 


near the elevator." 


"What was his manner?" 
Mr. Jerome objected on the ground 


that the question was too general. 
He spoke In a low voice and Mr. Del- 
mas did not hear. 
"I would suggest to the learned dis- 


trict attorney," he said, "that counsel 
cannot answer his objection when it 
Is impossible to hear what be said." 


Tbe objection was read by the ste- 


nographer and then Mr. Delmas made 
the question more specific. He asked 
what was Thaw's manner just after 
the shooting. 


Thaw Pale and Eyes Popping. 


"He held the pistol high above his 


head." said Mr. Green. "He was very 
pale, his eyes seemed about to pop 
out of bis head and his hair was hang- 
ing well down on his forehead." 


"In your opinion was action rational 


or Irrational?" 
"I object," shouted 
Mr. Jerome. 


"That is for the jury to determine. If 
the witness is a competent expert, let 
the question be 'Was he sane or in- 
sane?' That is the point at issue." 


Mr. Delmas quoted an authority to 


support his question, but the district 
attorney contended that the decision 
quoted had been- superseded by later 
opinion. 
Thereupon the court ordered a re- 


cess until 2 o'clock during which time 
the attorneys were to consult author- 
ities. 


Warning Drew the Women. 


For the first time since the begin- 


ning of the trial, the court room dur- 
ing the afternoon session was crowd- 
ed to Us utmost capacity by the gen- 
era! public, a large portion of the au- 
dience being women. Justice Fitzger- 
ald's warning of the morning that 
there might be testimony that might 
well shock their sense of propriety 
seemed to Increase rather than de- 
crease the number of women who 
sought entrance to the court room. 
Women who came from idle curiosity 
had no difficulty in passing court offi- 
cers to whom they gave a friendly nod, 
while reporters and others, whose bus- 
iness called them to tho trial, had 
trouble in getting within the doors. 
The women were out in all the mat- 
inee refinery, displaying every color of 
costume imaginable. 
As Harry Thaw entered the 
court 


room, accompanied by bis guard, the 
women turned and 
craned 
their 


necks to obtain a sight of his pallid 
face, and a whisper and rustle of silk 
passed around the room which brought 
forth a sharp rap of the bailiff's gavel. 


Justice Fitzgerald's orders that no 


person not having business in the 
court room should be admitted during 
the trial had evidently been disre- 
garded and during the noon recess the. 
opportunity to fill the court room was 
seized by those in charge of the doors. 


Judge Overrule* Jerome. 


As soon OB Justice Fitzgerald ap- 


peared for the afternoon session Mr. 
Jerome took up tho argument against 
allowing tbe witness Green to answer 
the question as to whether in his opin- 
ion Thaw's 
manner after shooting 


White was rational or Irrational. The 
district attorney cited half a dozen 
decisions which bo declared upheld 
his contention that Green was not a 
proper witness to testify as to Thaw's 
mental condition. 


Justice Fitzgerald overruled Mr. 


Jerome's objection and Mr. Green was 
directed to answer the question. 


"Thaw's actions were Irrational." 


he declared. 


Mr. Jerome took up the cross exam- 


ination. 


"Have you ever had any experience 


with Insane persons?" 


"No sir." 


Hid Pronounced Opinlens. 


Mr. Green stated that he was at- 


tempting to give bis Impressions as 
they wore formed at the time of the 
shooting. 
He said that he had 


heard and discussed, also written a 
great deal about the case. He had 
a very pronounced opinion in the 
case, but did not think it had In- 
fluenced his writings. He said that 
he wrote but one article on his own 
information, the others all on facts 
as telephoned Into his office by re- 
porters. 


"Did your stories contain any 
statements which were neither based 
on facts from your reporters 
or 


from 
your own personal knowl- 


edge?" 


"No sir." 
"Did you ever receive Informa- 


tion from any one besides report- 
ers?" 


"Yes." 
"Who?" 
"I don't recall their names." 
"Do the names appear In the ar- 


ticles?" 


"No." 
Mr. Green was then released. 


Thaw's Chum on Stand. 


Thomas McCaleb, who was one of 


Thaw's companions at dinner the 
evening of the tragedy, next was 
called to the witness stand. McCaleb 
is a well set up young man of 
smooth face and light brown hair. 
He said he is from San Francisco 
and is thirty-six yeafs of age. Mc- 
Caleb said he also was with Thaw 
on the Madison Square roof garden. 


"Who were In the party?" 
"Mr. and Mrs. Harry Thaw, Trux- 


ton Beale and myself." 


"What time did you reach the rool 


garden?" 
"About 9:30 p. m." 


Describes Tragedy. 


The witness described where the 


party sat. 


"When did you leave the roof r* 
"During the second act. I was walk- 


ing out with Mrs. Thaw and just as we 
reached an archway three pistol shots 
struck upon my hearing—" 


"Was Thaw with you and his wife, 


or was he behind you?" 


"We were in the lead of the party. 


I don't know where Thaw was. When 
I heard the 
pistol shots I turned 


around and heard Mrs. Harry Thaw 
exclaim: 
" 'My God. he's shot.'" 
"There she stood pale end trem- 


bling and apparently astonished. The 
next thing I remember was—but mark 
you, I did not see it myself—" 


"Tell us what you saw," corrected 


Mr. Delmas. 


Thaw Held Up Pistol. 


"Well, the next thing I saw was 


Karry Thaw standing with a pistol 
held over his head. Tbe butt of the 
pistol was up." 


"Which hand was the pistol In?" 
"I don't remember." 
"What else?" 
"Mrs. Thaw exclaimed 'Oh, Harry, 


what have vou done? Why did you 
do it.'" 


"He said, 1 have saved your life.* 


Then he kissed her. He also said oth- 
er things, but In the all-pervading ex- 
citement of the play, I did not hear 
them." 


"I turned to Mr. Beale and said, 'he 


has killed a man.' I did not know 
who it was. At the sidewalk Thaw 
was turned over to a policeman. He 
said to me, 'take my wife to the hotel 
Liorralne and 'telephone Carnegie.' I 
could not understand tbe first name." 


"From what you saw 
and beard 


was Mr. Thaw, In your opinion, ra- 
tional or irrational?" 


"Irrational." 
Mr. McCaleb said that he and Mr. 


Beale dined with Mr. and Mrs. Thaw 
on the night of June 25 at the Cafe 
Martin, where they arrived at about 
7:40. 


"During the course of that dinner," 


asked Mr. Delinas, "did you notice any 
sudden change in the appearance in 
the lady?'-' 


Mr. Jerome objected and was sus- 


tained. 


"Did you notice any communica- 


tion between Mrs. Thaw and her 
husband at the table?" asked Mr. 
Delmas. 


"I remember she asked him for a 


pencil and afterwards she passed 
him a folded paper." 


"Did Mr. Thaw make any re- 


mark?" 


"Not that I heard." 
"Did you notice any change in 


Thaw's appearance?" 


"I did not pay much attention." 


A Dramatic Incident. 


"We understand." said Mr. Del- 


mas. "that the note from Mrs. Thaw 
to her husband. Is In the bands of 
the learned district attorney. I now 
call on him to produce the paper." 


There was a dramatic silence In 


the court room. 
Mr. Jerome 
sat 


tugging away at his short, stubby 
mustache. 
He did not more a mus- 


cle of bis face. He appeared to be 
obvious of the comment of the at- 
torney. 
"I take It. your honor, that the 


action of the learned district at- 
torney In not replying is not an act 
of discourtesy, but his conception of 
what are his duties In this matter. 
I shall therefore have to try to get 
something about tbe note In evi- 
dence." 
Turning to the witness. Mr. Delmas 


asked, "Do you know anything of the 
contents of that "note?" 
>, 


•No." 
"Was there any discussion at the 


restaurant as to whether you should 
remain there any longer or whether 
you should go to the roof garden?" 


Mr. Jerome objected and was sus- 


tained: 
The cross-examination then began. 
"How long have you known the de- 


fendant?" asked Mr. Jerome. 


"Some years." 
"Where?" 
"In Parts and San .Francisco." 
"Did you know Miss Nesbit before 


she married Thaw?" 


"No." 


Wltneee An Author of Books. 


"What is your occupation?" 
"My last occupation was as secre- 


tary to the association for the Im- 
provement and adornment of San 
Francisco. I resigned, I may state, be- 
cause of 111 health." 


"What else have you done?" 
"Literary work." 
"What sort of literary work?" 
"I am the author of two books and I 


have private interests." 


"Were you not to dine at Sherry's 


the evening of June 25. 1906, instead 
of at the Cafe Martin?" 


"The note of invitation was to meet 
at Sherry's—it was not indldcated that 
we were to dine there." 


At 4:20 p. m. the trial was ad- 


journed until 10:30 Thursday non- 
Ing. Either the wife or mother of 
Thaw will be the first witness tomor- 
row. 


Immediately after Witness Boman 


left the stand today he was served 
with a subpoena for the prosecution. 
Counsel for tbe prosecution declared 
that Boman will not be permitted to 
leave the jurisdiction of the court if 
it can be prevented. 
Ancient Conversation Not Allowed. 
Benjamin 
Boman, 
of 
Brooklyn, 


called yesterday afternoon,- was not 
allowed to testify. Mr. Gleason want- 
ed him to testify to a conversation he 
had with Thaw in Fifth avenue in 
1903, but Justice Fitzgerald decided 
that It was. too remote, although Mr. 
Gleason argued to the contrary for 
some time. Justice. Fitzgerald said 
that if Mr. Gleason could give him 
any authority admitting it he would 
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allow the witness to be recalled. 


It was near 4 o'clock, but Mr. Glea.- 


son asked for an adjournment, saying 
that because of tbe storm he bad not 
had time to get some memoranda he 
had. Mr. Jerome protested, 
raying 


that the defendant's witnesses ought 
to be reedy, and Justice Fitsgerald up- 
held htm, mentioning that the jury 
was being kept locked up and some 
consideration should be taken-of them. 


Relative of Thaw en Stand. 


"Then I call A. Lee Thaw," said Mv. 


Gleason. 


Mr. Thaw, a clean cut man of about 


40, said 
that he was a relative of 


Thaw. Thaw's lather and his father 
were first cousins. His father died on 
Oct 25, 1885. Mr. Gleason wanted to 
know if he knew of his own knowledge 
what his father died of. 


Mr. Jerome objected to tbe question. 


Mr. Jerome said it was perfectly ob- 
vious from Mr. Gleason's opening that 
he wanted to show hereditary insanity 
in Thaw by acts of other members of 
the family. 


"I desire to prove by this witness," 


said Mr. Gleason, "the mental condi- 
tion 
of 
bis 
father—the 
witness' 


father." Then Mr. Gleason went on to 
argue that tbe testimony of relatives 
of the defendant was competent. He 
said he wanted to introduce testimony 
as to the mental condition of a de- 
scendant from a common ancestor of 
Harry K. Thaw, and he said he 
thought he had a right to prove the 
insanity of an aunt or an uncle or a 
first cousin, according to Mr. Jerome's 
argument. 


Fight Over Ancestor's Insanity. 
Mr. Jerome said a first cousin was 


excluded. 
Mr. Gleason went on to 


say that, as he understood tbe law, it 
was competent to prove that insanity 
existed In the family ot the defendant. 


"That Is," said Mr. Jerome, "that 


Harry had hereditary Insanity because 
he had a common ancestor with this 
witness." 
"That Is it exactly," said Mr. Glea- 


son. "I mean that the term hereditary 
insanity as laid down in the books is 
not that the father or grandfather is in- 
cluded with the insanity, but the per- 
sons who are claimed to be In the 
bond of psychopathy are traced back 
o the same ancestor, and that IE the 
jnly test laid down In the book." 


"What are you speaking of now. 


medical or law books?" asked Justice 
'itzgerald. 
"Law books," said Mr. Gleason. 


Court Rules Aflelnst Defence. 


After some more argument by Mr. 


Gleason Justice Fitzgerald said: 
"I 


understand that the purpose was to 
bring out this matter 
of evidence 


which may arise throughout the trial, 
and in view of It and for that purpose 


was anxious to get 
the views of 


counsel. The cases that I have been 
able to examine myself upon the mat- 
er do not seem to have been before 
.he appellate courts. It Is clear and 
apparent here that where other lines 
mingled In the marriage relation with 
some of the defendant's relations. If 
any person manifested any Imbecility 
there Is as strong a probability that 
they Inherited It from the line from 
which the defendant was not connect- 
ed as from the line with which he was 
connected, and that It would therefore 
•ppear there ought to be. If the evi- 
dence Is material 
or 
competent— 


.here ought to be before It Is Intro- 
duced some evidence excluding tbe 
jrobablllty to which I have directed 
ittentlon. 
"Now, the expression of other rela- 


ilves must have some limitation. How 
many generations can you go? If yon 
take tbe word relative in its general 
sense, how many generations wHl the 
court be allowed to refer to In all 
branches of collateral lines? It must 
>o considered as having some llmlta- 
lon." 
Mr. Sleason continued to flght, but 


Justice Fitzgerald said that he did not 
consider the evidence competent, but 
IB would allow the witnesses to be re- 
called If there was authority tor ad- 
mitting bis testimony.

He said he knew 
Henry Copely, a brother of Mrs. Wil 
Ham Thaw. He knew htm for about 
Six years, between 1883 and 1889. 


'What was his mental condition," 


asked Mr. Gleason. 
"His mental condition was weak." 
Dr. Deenier also said he knew John 


Ross, a relative of Thaw. His par- 
ents were Washington Ross and Mar- 
garet Copely Ross. Mrs. Ross- was a 
sister of Mrs. Thaw. He said he knew 
John Ross for twenty-five years. Mr. 
Gleason asked Dr. Deemer what was 
the mental c' lltlon of John Ross, 
but before the witness was allowed to 
answer Mr. Jerome asked him a few 
questions. 
Tbe witness 
explained 
that Thaw and John Ross are.first 
cousins. 
Q.—His father, Washington Ross, 


was not related In any way, so far as 
you know, to the Thaw family? A.— 
No.Q.—And, as far as you know,.the 
father was In no way In blood related 
to the Copely family? 
A.—No.

His evidence was that as he ran 


fronxthe saloon after a. scuffle with 
Laughlin, he turned at the Wallace 
street door and saw Kennedy standing 
with bis left hand holding Augsburg- 
er's coat collar and the 
blackjack 


raised above his head and exclaimed, 
"For God's sake don't hit him." 


They were near the back bar and 


east of the ice box, and Laughlin was 
a short distance away with a billiard 
cue in his hand. 
Cox stated that he 


could not tell just who he addressed 
when he gave vent to the eiclamatlon. 
He did not see either of the accused 
men strike Augsburger. 
The only 


legal battle of consequence that has 
occurred during the trial was precip- 
itated by the effort of tbe defense to 
exclude the testimony given by Cox 
in relation to what he said as he left 
the saloon door, but Judge O'Rourke 
held that It was competent and al- 
lowed it to go In over the strong ob- 
jection of Kennedy's attorneys. 


Before the state finished the exam- 


ination, Mr. Ninde had Cox illustrate 
the position he last saw Kennedy and 
Augsburger in, and he took the prose- 
cutor by the lapel of his coat and 
raised 
the blackjack threateningly 


above his head. Guy Colerick thought 
this was done to unduly Influence tbe 
jury and entered an objection, but 
the court did not agree with, him and 
permitted the illustration. 
Witness, 


said he Is not related to any of the 
parties In interest and had no interest 
in the case. 
In cross-examining tbe witness the 


defense attacked his credibility on 
the ground that he bad lived In a 
great many towns and clUei In the 
last two years and that he had taken 
drinks enough on the day to make 
him drunk. His testimony on former 
trials was also gone over and some 
minor discrepancies pointed out. 


The witness could not recall many 


of the statements he had made at tbe 
preliminaries and before the coroner 
and bis testimony was probably weak- 
ened to some extent as to minor de- 
tails, but he adhered closely to the 
prominent facts given In his exami- 
nation before the state's attorney. 


Ellis Looks Better. 


"Teddy" Ellis, the cook In the Ken- 


nedy saloon, has been greatly im- 
proved In appearance since he was 
committed to jail as the plain marks 
of dissipation noticed at tbe time of 
the commission of the crime have en- 
tirely disappeared 
during 
the five 


months he has been In jail. 
. 


He was one of the four men In the 


saloon at the time Sam Augsbnrger 
was killed, the list Including beside 
tbe witness, the dead man and the 
two men charged with having killed 
him. His testimony leading up to tbe 
time tbe blow was struck has been 
told repeatedly and nothing material 
was developed along these lines. 


It was believed that he would be 


able to clear up some of the mystery 
that surrounds the killing, but his di- 
rect evidence did nothing more than 
to confirm the statement made by 
Cox that Augsburger was back of the 
bar when he was struck and that Ken- 
nedy was only a few feet away from 
him. Ellis says bis attention was at- 
tracted while the men were In that 
position and he did not see Augsbur- 
ger struck, nor did he again see him 
until Kennedy was pouring water on 
his head. 
His testimony was disap- 


pointing. 


He Saw the Fight. 


August 
Schnltzlor, a locomotive 


fireman in the employ of the Pennsyl- 
vania testified that he went into Ken- 
nedy's saloon about 11 o'clock In the 
morning and saw the fight that other 
witnesses had described. Before Augs- 
burger was struck they walked out- 
side the screen door and remained a 
short time. When they returned Augs- 
burger was leaning over the west end 
of the bar with blood streaming from 
his wounds. He did not see Kennedy 
with a blackjack but saw Ellis take 
two cues away from Laughlin. When 
he was cross-examined he said Kenne- 
dy did not appear to be angry but 
Laugblln called Augsburger a vile 
name and threatened to make him pay 
for the drinks. 
Joe Schultz, a baker's 
apprentice 


living on Masterson avenue, and em- 
ployed at the Perfection Biscuit com- 
pany's plant, stopped In Kennedy's 
saloon the morning Augsburger was 
Injured and saw the flght. The Im- 
portant point in his evidence was that 
he saw Kennedy about two feet from 
Augsburger with the blackjack up- 
raised and heard him say: 
"Get out 


of here, you 
, this Is no 


place for you; I'll kill you." He saw 
Laughlin strike Augsburger with a 
cue from behind and also saw him go 
back to the rack for more cues and 
then the witness left the saloon. 


There was little departure from his 


story told on direct examination when 
be was cross-examined by Mr. Louttit.

In Which 1 Arrive In New York. 


The rain was falling 
In 
great gray 


blobs upon the skylight nf the little mom 
In which I opened my eyes on that Feb- 
ruary morning whence dates the chron- 
ological beginning of this autobiography. 
The jangle of n bell had awakened me." 
and its harsh, discordant echoes were still 
trembling upon the chill gloom of the 
daybreak. Lying there. I wondered wheth- 
er I had really heard a bell ringing, or 
had only dreamed it. 
Everything about 


me was so strange, so painfully new. 
Never before had 1 waked to find myself 
In that dreary- window-less little room, and 
never before had 1 lain in that narrow, 
unfriendly bed. 


Staring hard at the streaming skylight. 


I tried to think, to recall some one of the 
circumstances that might possibly account 
for my having entered that room and for 
ray having laid mn down on that cot. 
TV hen? and how? and why? How inex- 
plicable it all was in those nrst dazed mo- 
ments after that rudr awakening: And 
then, as the fantasies of a dream gradually 
assume a certain vjigue order in the wak- 
iQK recollection, there came to me a con- 
fused, c'-nscloiv-iness of th*1 events of thn 
preceding 
twenty-four- hours—thp long 
journey and the weariness of it; the in- 
terminable f'v'eze of flying landscape, with 
its dreary, snow-covered stretches blurred 
with black towns; the shriek of the loco- 
motive as it plunged through .the dark- 
ness; the tolling of ferry bells, and then, 
at last, the slow sailing over n, black river 
toward and into a giant city that hung 
pplendtd upon the purplr night, turret 
upon turret, and tower upon.tbw«*r. their 
myriad lights burning side by sldn with 
the stars, a clt;r such as the prophets saw 
in visions, a city such as dreamy child- 
hood conjures up in the muster of summer 
clouds at sunset. 


Suddenly out of this chaotic recollection 
of unearthly splendors came the memory, 
sharp and pinching, of a new-made grave- 
on n wind swept hill in western Pennsyl- 
vania. With equal suddenness, too. the 
fugue 
of thundering locomotives, 
and 
shrieking whistles, and sad. sweet tolllngs 
of ferry bells massed itself into the clang- 
orous music of a. terrifying 
monody— 
"Work or starve, work or starv**!" 
And then I remembered! An unskilled. 
friendless, almost penniless girl of *lgh- 
te**n. utterly alone In the world. I wa* a 
stranger in a strange city which I had 
not yet so much ns seen by dnyllght. 
I 
. wan a wolf and a stray In thn mighty 
city of New York. 
Here I had como to 
live and to toil—out of the placid monot- 
ony of n country town Into the »torm and 
stress of the wide, wide, workaday world. 
"Wry wldo awake now. I Jumped out of 
bed upon the cold oilcloth and touched a. 
match to the pile of pap*»r and kindling; 
Wood In the srnaU stove. 
There wnn n 
Httie puddle of wat*»r In the middle of tho 
floor under the wkylfght. ami the drip in 
falling had brushed agrainftt tho sleeve of 
my shirt waist and soaked Into the miles 
of my only pair of shorn. 
I dressed as 
quickly as th* cold and my sodden gar- 
ments permitted. 
On th*> wiuOiPtHnd I 
found a small tin ewrr and a small tin 
bnsin to match, and 
I dabbed 
myself 
gingerly Into the cold, stale water. 


Another jangle- of thn harsh bell, and 
1 went flown dark stairs to the basement 
nnd to breakfast, wondering If I should 
be Hbh? to recognize Mis* Jamison, for I 
hftd caught but a gltmpno of -mynvw Innd- 
lody on my arrival the previous midnight. 
"Wrapped in si faded French flnnnel ki- 
mono, her fare smeared with cold cream, 
her hair done up In rurllngr "kids," «h« 
had met and arranged terms with mo «"»n 
the landing In front of lirr bedroom door 
ns the housemaid conducted me aloft. 
Making due allowance for the youth nnd 
beauty destroying effects of the kimono, 
rutllng "kids." and cold cream, and sub- 
ctltnttniBr In their stead a snug cornet, an 
undulated pompadour and a 
powdtrfd 
countenance, respectively, 1 knew ahniit 
what to look for In the dnyllght Mis? 
Jamison. 
A short, plump, blond lady in 
tho mldd!f> forties. I predicted to myself. 
The secretary of the Young Women's 
Christian association, to which I hnd writ- 
ten some wefks before for information as 
tn resnectnble nnd chrap boarding houses. 
had res-ponded with a number of nnmea 
nnd addresses, among them that of Miss 
Elmlrn Jamison, "a lady of very high 
Christian idente." 
Miss Jamison was no disappointment. 
She fulfilled perfectly all> my preconceived 
notions of .what she would look like when 
Froperly attired. 
Spying me the moment 
got 'Inside the dining room door, she 
Immediately pounced upon me and hurried 
me oft to a seat, when ;x girl In a dirty 
white apron began to unload off a tray 
a clatter of .small dishes under my nose, 
while another servant tossed a wet. warm 
napkin upon my plate. My breakfast con- 
sisted of heterogeneous little flubs 
of 
things In 
the collection of dishes, and 


•which T ate.with not the greatest relish 
in the world. 
There were several score of breakfast- 


ers In the two b.Jg, rooms, which seemed to 
occupy the entire basement. floor. 
They 
ate at Httle tables . set uncomfortably 
close together. Gradually my general ob- 
servations narrowed down to the people 
at my own table. I noticed a young man 
Opposite who wore eyeglasses nnd care- 
tully brushed beard; an old lady, with a 
cataract In her left eye. who sat at the 
far end of the table; a little fidgety, stup- 
id-looking, and very ugly woman who sat 
next tli'e bearded young man.'and a young1 
girl with dancing, roguish eyes, who sat 
beside me. The bearded young man talked 


at a great rate, and judging; from the 
cackling laughter of the fidgety woman 
and the Intensely interested expression of 
the cataracU-d lady, .the subject was one 
of absorbing interest. 


Gradually I discovered that the topic of 
discourse was none other than our com- 
mon hostess and landlady, and gradually, 
too. I found myself liptenlng to the his- 
tory of Miss Klmim Jnmison's r-aro-T ;is 
a purveyor of bed and board to impecuni- 
ous and homeless mortals. 
Five years ago Mips Jamison hart come 
into this shabby though eminently re- 
spectable 
neighborhood ami opened a 
small boarding-house 
in 
a neighboring [ 
street. She had cnme from some up-state 
country towtt and her bureaus and bed- 
steads were barely ennujdi to furnish the 
small, old-fashioned house which shs took 
for a term of years. 
Miss Jamison was 
a genius—a genius nf the typp pocuUnr to 
the nge In which we live. She wasn't the 
"slob" that she looked. Thp epithet is not 
mine, but that of the young gentleman 
to whom I am indebted for this informa- 
tion. No. indeed; Miss Jamison was any- 
thing1 but a "rlob." as one soon found out 
who had occasjon to deal with her vory 
long. 
A shrewd, exacting, penny-for- 
penny and dollar-for-dollar business \v>m- i 
an was'concealed under thn mask of her 
good-nfltured face and air of motherly so- [ 
llcltude. 
Miss Jamison, at the very stnrt- j 
out of her career, was inspired to call her j 
in.de "snide" boarding-house after the t 
founder of the particular creed professed i 
by the congregation of the neighboring 
church. The result was that "The Oilvln" 
Immediately became filled with home-loss 
Presbyterians, or the homeless friends nnd ! 
acquaintances of Presbyterians. They not j 
only filled her house, but they overflowed. ; 
and to preserve the overflow JJIss Jurni- i 
son rented the adjoining house. 
i 
Miss Jamison was now a. successful 
boarding' house keeper on a seal^ Inrge j 
enough to have, satisfied the aspirations of | 
a less clever woman. But nh*» longed for 
other denominations to fppi] and house. 
Of the assortment that offered themselves. 
sii«? chose the Methodist? next, nnd soon 
had several flourishing houses 
running 
under the pious appellation "Wesley." 
which name, memorialized Fn large black 
letters on a brass sign, soon became a 
veritable magnet to board seeking Meth- 
odism. 
The third and last venture of the ener- 
getic lady, and the one from which she 
was to derive her largest percentage of 
revenue, w«s the establishment of the 
place of which J had so recently become an 
Inmate. Of oil three of Miss Jamison's 
boarding houses, this was the largest and 
withal the cheapest and most democratic; 
In which characteristics It but partook of 
the nature of the particular sort of church 
going public It wished to attract, which 
was none other than the heterodox ele- 
ment which flocked in vast numbers to 
All People's Church. 
Tho All People's 


edifice was a big. unsightly brick build- 
Ing. It had been originally designed for 
a roller skating rink. 
All People's, n* tho church was collo- 
quially named, wnet one of the moat popu- 
lar place* of worship In the city. Every 
Sunday, both at morning and evening ser- 
vices, the big rink was packed to the doors 
with people who wcr« attracted quite a» 
much by tho grood music as they were by 
the popular preaching of the very popular 
divine.

in lodgings and boarding houses. From itn

The clover Miss Jamison put a sign 
bearing the legend "All People's" on each 
of thp doors of FIX houses opposite the 
church, which she acquired one by one as 
her business inerp.-isnd. The homeless nnd 
lonely who came to AH People's for spirit- 
ual refreshment, or to gratify their curi- 
osity, remained to patronize Miss Jami- 
son's "special Sunday" thirty-five cent 
table d'hote, served In Hie basement of 
one house; or bought a menl ticket for 
four 
dollars, which entitled them 
to 
twenty-one me^ls served in the basement 
of another of the houses; or for the sum 
of five dollars nnd upward insured them- 
selves Hie privilege of n week's lodging 
and three meals a day served in st!I! nil- 
other of the basements. 
Such Is the history of M4«s Jn*rl«nn ns 
detailed at the breakfast table that Sun- 
day morning. 
I went out for a wntk lite in the :tff»r- 


noon, and wandered about, homestcl" nml 
lonely. When I returned dinner w:»s over 
and the rfinir.s-room nlmopt d"Forte;l. ''T>!\

n f>w remaining to gossin over H»H*- rlf-s- 
s<»rt and cnflW. At my tnbU- :.I1 !vj gorr*

FIGHTING TO SUSTAIN LAW. 


Attorney General Bonaparte has just 


.aken a remarkable step on behalf of 
.he railway men of the country, inter- 
vening in the supreme court of the 
United States to advance a case In 
•hlch'the constitutionality of the em- 


ployers' liability law, which is op- 
josed by nearly all the railroads of 
ie country, is at issue. 


The case is that of Damselle How- 


ard, a poor negro woman plaintiff in 
error, vs. the Illinois Central Railroad 
et. al. A motiori that the government 
be allowed to appear as amicus curiae 
was allowed by the court without leav- 
ing the bench. ' A motion to advance 
made by Attorney General Bonaparte 
was also granted and the case set 
down for argument April 8. after the 
cases already set down for that day. 
Damselle Howard brought suit against 
the Illinois Railroad company In the 
district court of the United States for 
the western district of Tennessee to 
recover damages for the death of Will 
Howard, her son, who was a locomo- 
tive fireman, due, it Is alleged, to the 
negligent act of the railroad company, 
basing her claim for damages upon 
the act of congress approved June 11, 
1900. 
commonly known as the "em- 


ployers' .liability act." 


Judge McCall, In the federal court In 


Tennessee, following a similar deci- 
sion of Judge Evans, of the western 
district of Kentucky, sustained .1 de- 
murrer to the declaration flled by the 
railroad company, holding the act of 
congress invalid because unconsCKu 
tlonal. This decision was made Janu 
nry 1, 1907. It wai at once brought to 
the attention of 
Attorney 
General 


Bonaparte, and he, deeming the act of 
congress thus held Invalid by tho court 
to be of great public Importance, re 
solved so far as lay In his power to 
have tho decision reversed. 


Only once before In the history of 


the department of justice has similar 
action been taken by the administra- 
tion. 
In tho case of Johnson 
vs 


Senator Beverldge's speech in advo- 


cacy of his child labor bill beat all 
records for years in point of length. 
He consumed the greater part of four 
legislative days of the senate in its 
delivery, and when printed it will Oil 
about 300 pages of the Congressional 
Record. 
Its unusual voluminousness

RYAN TALKS WITH ROOSEVELT. 


Financier at White House for More 


Than An Hour. 


Washington, Feb. C.—Thomas 
F. 


Ryan, the New York capitalist, set 
industrial and financial circles agog 
by a call he made yesterday afternoon 
on President Roosevelt. 
Ryan was 


at the white house 
more 
than an 


hoar. 
Neither he nor the president would 


say what was the object of his visit, 
but there is reason to believe some 
discussion took place as to the effect 
of the continuance of the administra- 
tion's policy with respect to the in- 
vestigation of railroads and the regu- 
lation of corporations. 


The president has been hearing for 


weeks from financial Interests on this 
subject. He has been warned that his 
policy was leading 
to 
a condition 


which might prove disastrous to the 
country. This same kind of talk was 
uttered by big railroad magnates and 
financiers when President Roosevelt 
began his campaign a couple of years 
ago for better regulation of railroad 
rates and the prevention of rebates 
and discriminations. 


Whatever Ryan may have said, It 


may be stated positively it will leave 
no effect on the president's determina- 
tion to compel railroads and corpora- 
tions to obey the laws.

Supreme Court. 


Washington, Feb. 
6.—President 


Roosevelt has framed up two proposi- 
ions relating to the exclusion of Jap- 
mese children from the public schools 
>f San Francisco on which he intends 
o have the United States 
supreme 


court pass. He has his contentions 
outlined in the suit already brought 
under Instructions from the 
depart- 


ment of justice in San Francisco and 
will carry them through all intervcn- 


tribunals to the court of last re- 


sort. 


The propositions are these: 
1. That the federal government has 


a right to exercise such supervision 
over the public schools of a state as is 
necessary to carry cut treaty stipula- 
tions because the government donates 
lands for the maintenance of such 
schools. 


2. That the Japanese are not Mon- 


golians and can not be excluded from 
the public schools on the same basis 
as Chinese and other orientals. 


Legal Experts Support Plan. 


The legal experts of the government 


have carefully studied both these pro- 
positions and believe there 
is 
suffi- 


cient foundation for testing them in 
the courts. It is claimed that by do- 
nating lands belonging to the public 
domain 
for the 
establishment of 


schools the federal authorities retain 
some degree of control over these in- 
stitutions. 


If the land were sold and the equiv- 


alent converted into the general treas- 
ury the right of limited supervision 
would be eliminated. The assertion Is 
made that the donor always retains to 
some extent control over his gift and 
this same rule applies to the govern- 
ment. This question has never been 
presented in the propose'.! form for an 
opinicn by the United States supreme 
court. 
Jt IIKS always bncn conceded 


by a lars? proportion nf ;mnl!c men 
that a state has tho sr.n;o jurisdiction 
over its sc'iccl system as Is exercised 
in rcg-.rd to police and health regu- 
lations. Department of justice experts 
now hold that then- is a wide differ- 
ence and right of supervision over 
schools remain because of land dona- 
tion. 


State's Rights Men Aroused. 


This particular point will undoubted- 


ly receive close attention from the ad- 
vocates of states" 
rights. 
Senators 


Raynor, White and Overman have re- 
cently delivered speeches in which 
this particular right of tho federal 
government was explicitly denied. 


Many of tho lower courts have re- 


peatedly held that tho Japanese are 
not Mongolians. They are not classed 
with Chinese or other orientals. 


Tho president Is determined that 


tho supreme court shall pass upon this 
specific proposition. 
According to 


the theory on which the department of 
justice Is proceeding, the San Francis- 
co board of educatlo.1 In construing an 
act of the California legislature which 
prohibits Mongolians from 
attending 


the same public schools as white chil- 
dren, classified the Japanese n» Mon- 
golians. It became pronouncedly ap- 
parent from the expressions of sena- 
tors yesterday that a treaty giving 
Japan the most favored nation treat- 
ment can never bo ratified. 


Government to Control Schools. 
A treaty stipulation giving Japan 


the same treatment as Is enjoyed by 
citizens of the most favored nation 
presupposes absolute equality on ail 
points and this further Indicates that 
the federal government assumes con- 
trol over the public school systems of 
the various states. 


It became evlde-.it that at least a 


year must elapse before any treaty 
with Japan can become operative. A 
treaty of exclusion cannot be made ef- 
fective without legislation. 
This will 


require the action of the house as well 
as the senate. 
The 
exclusion of 


Chinese was not made complete, un- 
til a bill was passed 'by congress. 
But four weeks of this session remain 
and such a treaty as that proposed by 
the president can not be ratified be- 
fore adjournment. 


Jap Immigration Normal. 


Immigration authorities here say 


that many Japanese veterans of the 
war with Russia are doubtless enter- 
ing Hawaii, but assert that this fact 
has no significance whatever. They 
point out that after the war closed 
the standing army was materially re- 
duced. Conditions In Japan have not 
since been ordinarily prosperous. 
It 


was necessary for those leaving the 
army to seek employment and not. find- 
ing it at home they have gone to Ha- 
waii and to the United States. They 
express the belief that this is not, due 
to any concerted action which is sug- 
gested by tho Japanese government, 
but is merely the result of 
citizens 


seeking work at the best possible 
wages. 


Representatives Kahn and Hayes, ol 


California, saw the president yester- 
day to arrange for a conference about 
Friday of this week between the pres- 
ident and the officials of the schoo" 
board of San Francisco 
and Mayor 


Schmitz. This conference will be full 
of Important possibilities, as the pros 
ident will outline to the school boarc 
the serious objection Japan has to dis 
crimination In the public schools of 
San Francisco against Japanese chil 
dren. The president will point out the 
seriousness of making an enemy o 
Japan and will urge the school boarc 
to change its regulations regarding 
Japanese children.

Robbins, for years the central figure 
among the bituminous coal operators 
of the United States and their floor 
leader during every joint wage confer- 
ence ever held with the United Mine 
Workers of America and the bitumin- 
ous coal Interests, will on next Mon- 
day tender his resignation as chair- 
man of the Pittsburg Coal company, 
the J100.000.000 bituminous coal trust. 


He will in all probability be .suc- 


ceeded by former State Senator Wil- 
liam Fllnn. the dethroned political 
boss of Pittsburg. 


Woman at Bottom of Case. 


Although bitterly fought by his as-! 


sociates. the final surrender has not 
been due entirely to business reasons, 
but to widespread comment over the 
fact that the bituminous coal leader 
has succumbed to that lovely female 
epidemic so peculiar to Pittsburg mil- 
lionaires. Tongues have long been 
wagging among the gossips, who re- 
late stories with the keenest tobasco 
seasoning, and this gossip has gradu- 
ally become so deafening that it has 
been decided to accept the coming res- 
ignation "for the best interests of the 
company." 


Reports have reached such a stage 


that several sensations are predicted 
in connection with the affair. 


The passing of Francis L. Robbins 


from the Pittsburg Coal company will 
come as the closing chapter of a hard- 
fought battle which has 
long been 


waging in the inner circles of the 
great coal corporation. 


The beginning of the 
end came 


about two years ago. when Robbins 
successfully urged the directors 
to 


place a $25,000.000 5 per cent mort- 
gage of fifty years' duration with the 
Frick-Hellon interests for $20.000.000 
in cash. The issue matures in fifty 
years. This $5,000,000 cash profit was 
the cause of much adverse discussion. 


Associates Resent His Deals. 


Following quickly upon this was the 


closing of a twenty-five year contract 
with the United States Steel corpora- 
tion on a basis said to bo so close to 
the cost of mining that further discus- 
sion occurred among the board mem- 
bers. 


Further 
dissatisfaction 
developed 


last February, whe^n Mr. Robbins Is 
said to have broken his 
agreement 


with all the bituminous coal operators 
when ho suddenly agreed on the floor 
of the Joint wage conference with the 
miners to an advance In the wage 
scale. For months operators In other 
fields held out, but finally were com- 
pelled to follow the example of the 
Pittsburg Coal company and pay the 
advance after the worst year In the 
history of the business. 


It was these transactions 
that 


caused a wide breach on the board of 
directorate of the Pittsburg Coal com 
pnny and even among the officials of 
the company, and lines were tightly

Scientific Recipes for 


Preparing Fresh Eggs 


Details in Oooking to Bring Out Nutritive Value—Most 


Nourishment in Raw Ones—Tests for Stale and 


Newly Laid Eggs. 


By Mary E. Williams. 


Director Domestic Science. New York Public Schools. 


In the last practical lesson we stud- 


ied starchy foods, potatoes and cereals 
—foods that give heat and energy to 
the body. These starchy foods, or car- 
bohydrates, contain the elements car- 
bon, hydrogen and oxygen. We are 
now coming to a class of food sub- 
stances which contain besides these 
elements another called nitrogen, and 
are, 
therefore, 
called 
nitrogenous 


foods or proteids. Proteids build mus- 
cular tissue, and under this heading 
come eggs, milk, meat, peas and beans, 


The principal food substauce in eggs 


is the proteld albumen, which is a 
sticky substance found In both the 
white and yolk. The white is almost 
pure albumen and water; the yolk con- 
tains much fat, in the form 
of oil. 


Eggs also contain a small quantity of 
valuable mineral salts. Albumen, is di- 
gested mostly in the stomach, v.-hich 
secretes a fluid called the 
gastric 


juice, composed of pepsin and hydro- 
chloric acid. These ferments change 
tissue-bulling foodstuffs into more sol- 
uble substances. Heat affects 
to a 


great extent the digestibility of albu- 
men, and care must therefore be taken 
In applying it. Albumen is most read- 
ily digested in its raw state. Heating 
it to any temperature up to 160 de- 
grees Fahrenheit does not affect its 


and cheap they may be preserved by 
packing them, small end down, in 
bran, sawdust, lime or sand, by im- 
mersing them in lime water or by 
coating them with varnish 
or fat. 


Dealers sometimes keep eggs in cold 
storage for several months. Preserved 
eggs may be combined with other ma- 
terials in cooking, but only fresh ones 
are fit to serve plain, or in 
omelets 


and other egg dishes. The 
practical 


work of the first lesson on eggs con- 
sists in preparing soft cooked eggs, 
poached eggs and scrambled 
eggs. 


Recipes for these follow:

In cooking eggs, 
therefore, we must give most atten- 
tion to the temperature at which they 
are cooked. 


Eggs spoil because some of the 


water evaporates through the pores of 
the shell, air enters to take its place, 
and the germs in the air attack 1he 
substances In the egjj. 
In selecting 


eggs the following points will help to 
distinguish fresh ones: 
Observe the 


shell, a fresh egg has a thick, rough 
shell. Second, hold the egg between 
your eye and the light. If clear and 
transparent It is fresh, if cloudy It is 
stale. By dealers this test Is made 
with a candle In a dark room. Third, 
drop the egg into cold water. If it 
sinks It Is fresh. If It floats It is stale, 
some of the water having evaportcd. 
Fourth, shake the egg near your ear. 
If the contents move It Is somewhat 
stale: If they rattle it Is spoiled. Wash 
eggs with a damp cloth when they 
come Into the house. The shells may 
bo used to clear coffee. 
Keep eggs in 


a cool, dry place. 
In tho spring or 


early summer when eggs are plentiful

Scrambled Eggs. 


These are most often prepared In an 


omelet pan. Put a tablespoonful of 
butter into the pan and when this has 
melted turn in the eggs, which have 
been beaten until the yolks and whites 
mix. Stir contlnously until they are 
set. then serve Immediately. 


Scrambled eggs are better prepared 


in the top of a double boiler, because 
the eggs do not reach the high tem- 
perature that they do In the omelet 
pan. 


Poached eggs are always served on 


toast and soft cooked eggs can. be 
dropped on toast also. 


To Toast Bread. 


Cut. stale bread (at least two days 


old) Into 'slices one-third of an Inch 
thick. 
Trim off the crusts, leaving 


the slices rectangular. Lay the bread 
in a toaster and hold over a bright 
coal fire, turning frequently In order 
that both sides 
may brown alike. 


Hold the bread well above the flre at^ 
first to dry It, then nearer, until both 
sides aro an even golden brown. Tt 
may bo buttered at once, but It Is more 
wholesome If buttered as It. is eaten.

Albert F. Flaig Caught and 


Crushed Between Ends 


of Car Sills. 


Alfred F. Flalg, a switchman in the 


employ of the Pennsylvania company, 
was crushed between cars 
on the 


track leading to the 
Pennsylvania 


erecting shop at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing and died a few minutes later, be- 
fore the ambulance, which had been 
summoned to take him to the hospital, 
reached the scene. 


Mr. Flaig was a member of a crew 


composed of himself, Conductor John 
Young, Engineer Harry Kelker and 
Fireman John 
H. Smith that has 


charge of engine 7130 and 
whose 


work is to handle the engines that go 
in and leave the shops and to carry 
material between the shops and the 
round house. When the accident hap- 
pened, the engine was going around 
the curve, pushing two cars, on the 
shop track at Lafayette s',»eet to get 
another car which stood at the iron 
racks. Mr. Flalg went between the 
cars to make the coupling, but made 
the fatal mistake of entering on the 
short side of the curve and he was 
caught below the ribs and squeezed 
In a space not greater 
than four 


inches, breaking his back and crush- 
Ing the abdomen. The car was im- 
mediately withdrawn and when Flalg 
was released he dropped to the ground 
unconscious. 
Medical aid was sum- 


moned, but when the surgeon arrived 
life had left the body. 


The remains were taken to the Pel- 


tier undertaking establishment, where 
they will be prepared for burial and 
taken to the 
late home of the de- 


ceased, on Queen street, near Pontlac, 
tomorrow morning. 


Mr. Flaig was the son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Bngelbert Flaig, who resides at 
the corner of Queen and 
ManCord 


streets. 
He was born 
In this city 


February 14, 1883. and has resided 
here all his life. A widow and two 
children survive him. one being a boy 
four years old and the other a girl 
nineteen months old. 
Besides the 


widow and children and aged parents, 
a brother about twelve years old sur- 
vives him also. The aged father, be- 
fore too old to work, was employed as 
oil house keeper at the east yards of 
the Pennsylvania. 


Albert Flalg has been employed by 


the Pennsylvania since February 26, 
1904, 
when he became a brnkeman in 


the road service. Two months later 
he became n. yard brakeman and was 
thus employed up to the time of the 
accident. -

phan adopted by his mother, and the 
oalance of his estate to Fay Temple-

Department at Washington 


is Preparing for Elab- 


orate Tests. 


LIFE TO 


THE AID OF 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Quietly, but 


with a determination to satisfy him- 
self thoroughly on the subject. Gen- 
eral Allen, chief signal officer of the 
army, has been making preparations 
for most extensive experiments with 
balloons, airships, 
and . alroplanes 


with the view to settling upon some 
system of aerial navigation for use 
In operations of tho army, either In 
times of peace or war. Recently 
there arrived in this country from 
France a type of balloon used by the 
French army which was purchased 
by the signal corps In order that its 
merit* might be tested in competi- 
tion with balloons of 
American 


make, while In New York there is 
being constructed an immense foul 
loon In which It is proposed that the 
men of tho corps shall make their 
trial ascents. 
It is the intention to conduct the 


experiments at Fort Omaha, just 
outside of Omaha, Neb., nnd for this 
purpose $50.000 of money already 
appropriated, has been allotted for 
fitting up the forts with all the 
necessary appliances. Including gas 
tanks, repair shops, etc. 


General Allen said today that he 


will be prepared to conduct experi- 
ments with every Conceivable kind 
of machine offered—and all will ba 
given ft trial before a board of offi- 
cers—but the department under no 
circumstances will purchase plans of 
balloons or machines not already put 
to practical tests. 


General Allen said today that ha 


believed this country was far ahead 
of any other in the matter of flying 
machines. 
Already, ho said, there 


had been 
developed 
some which 


would furnish a few surprises. 


It Is stated that the balloon corps 


ot the French army numbers at least 
six 
hundred 
men, all 
expert 


aeronauts, and It Is said by the de- 
partment before long the American 
army will have an equipment su- 
perior to that of any other army in 
the world.

Just how soon the experiments 


will be made is not known, but Gen- 
eral Allen proposes to lose no time 
in completing his plant, and he 
hopes before many months to have 
the tests under way.

Miss Morris, Founder of a 
Eefuge, is Dead—Known 


in Many Lands. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 6.—Miss 
Eliza- 


beth Morris, the 
"dumb animal's 


friend," whose fame as the founder of 
the first association In the world for 
the relief of homeless and suffering 
animals—tho Morris Refuge, at 1242 
Lombard street—has spread through 
two continents, Is dead nt her home 
at 720 Pine street. She was 80 years 
old. 


Miss Morris Imbibed a love for four- 


footed creatures in tho old Morris 
homestead on Third street, where sb* 
was born. 
She was a daughter of 


Warder Morris, a descendant of An- 
thony Morris, a figure 
In 
colonial 


times. Her mother was Matilda BII- 
llngston. Her solicitude for stray cats 
began early In life, when 
sho 
was 


warned that severe punishment was 
moro certain to follow tho Infliction of 
harm upon the dumb creatures than 
for any other offense sho might com- 
mit. 
Her school life In this city and 


in Burlington, N. J., served as a po- 
rlod of apprenticeship for the life-work 
which sho had already set before her- 
self. 


Alone In Her Work. 


The idea of a place where homeless 


animals could bo kept until homes 
could be found for them or they could 
be painlessly killed was early carried 
out In a limited degree by the sympa- 
thetic woman In her Pine street home. 
She pursued her work alone, undaunt- 
ed by the ridicule of persons who 
scoffed at her as she wandered through 
the streets picking up stray animals. 
She found homes for many animals, 
but the majority, mostly cats, were 
chloroformed and buried in the yard 
in the rear of her home. 


When the work of Miss Morris bo 


came known among the women of the 
city, numerous Inquiries reached her 
from persons about to 
close their 


houses in the summer, for safe places 
to board their pets. This suggested 
the need of boarding homes for cats 
and dogs, a need which was satisfacto- 
rily filled by the opening of the refuge 
in 1874. 


Worked Even in Last Illness. 


From the beginning Miss Morris was 


the guiding spirit of the association. 
In the words of a resolution adopted 
at the last meeting, January 18, which 
Miss Morris was unaoie to attend, 
"neither the winter's snows nor the 
summer's heats ever stopped her in 
her care of neglected and injured anl 
mals." As president she directed the 
affairs of the refuge, even during her 
last illness. Among the many improve- 
ments which she Introduced Into the 
work was the employment of carbonic 
oxide gas instead of chloroform for 


1 the asphyxiation of the cats and dogs, 
The animals were placed in an air 
tight chamber filled with the fumes ol 
: burning charcoal 
which 
hart been 


; cooled by a long passage through 
' winding pipes. This caused a quicker 
and more painless death than that pro 
djiced by chloroform, 


i 
Last year 61,737 animals vnre as 


' phyxiated. 


In the early SO's complimentary no 


tices in foreign newspapers and let- 
ters from animal lovers abroad indi- 
cated that the efforts of Miss Morris 
to better the conditions of the domes- 


I tic animals were recognized abroad. 


In fact, they were the incentives to the 
establishment of institutions similar 
to hers in England, Ireland. France 
and other countries. Requests 
for 


suggestions so frequently accompanied 
commendatory notices of the work 
that Miss Morris was obliged to pub- 
lish a pamphlet entitled "An Account 
In Detail of the Methods Pursued in 
the Work of the Morris Refuge Asso- 
ciation for Homeless and 
Suffering 


Animals." 


Miss 
Morris was prominent in 


church work. She became a member 
of St. Peter's Episcopal church when 
17 years old.

Chicago, Feb. 2.—With

twined and showering kisses upon coo- 
ing infants and smiling children, hus- 
bands and wives who but a fortnight 
ago declared they could not live to- 
gether filed happily out of Judge Me- 
Kenzie; Cleland's .court'last night. 


The ghetto's army of mismated had 


passed,in review, and as the last steps 
died away there was a murmur of 
approval in the courtroom for the new 
policy adopted by Judge Clelahd—that 
of reforming rather than imprisoning 
husbands who have held their marital 
vows lightly. 


The defendants and their families 


packed the big courtroom, while many 
curious ones crowded about the doors 
in an effort to force an entrance. A 
large majority of those arraigned 
were husbands who had abused their 
wives and families, although tho grist 
included a scattering of other offend- 
ers.

Of the fifty-two defendants only one 


—a youth IS years old, charged with 
vagrancy—was sent to the bridewell. 
He, it appeared, had disregarded the 
admonition of the court two weeks 
ago to go to work and abandon his 
evil habits. .A fine of ?25 was im- 
posod on another truant, and a capias 
was issued for his apprehension. 


Others are Sent Home. 


The remaining defendants were al- 


lowed to continue their parole for two 
weeks or were treated to.a lecture'oh 
the virtue of total abstinence and per- 
mitted to depart with fines ranging 
from $25 to $50, suspended. 


Domestic troubles that abstemious- 


ness would not cure were disclosed in' 
two cases- 
In one instance the per- 


sistent efforts of a wife to deride the 
reformation of her husband caused 
Judge Cleland to reconsider contem- 
plated action and turn 
his 
official 


guns upon the disturbing element. 


This single case of obviously incur- 


able domestic infelicity arose during 
the arraignment of William Massie, 
charged with drunkenness and '.dis- 
turbing the peace. The judge's rul- 
ing In the case brought forth a round 
of applause that was suppressed at 
once by a stern order of the court to 
:'clear the room" in the event of repeti- 
tion. 


Massie, a driver for an express com- 


pany, appeared before the bar accom- 
panied by his wife. Judge Cleland re- 
marked upon the improvement in the 
defendant's appearance. In answer to 
questions Massie declared he had not 
touched liquor and that he drank only 
a glass of beer with his meale. 


Calls Up His Pledge. 


T thought I told you you should not 


drink a drop of anything during your 
parole," said the jurist. 


Massie declared beer with meals 


was not "drinking." 
The court dif- 


fered and recalled the fact that in 
twenty-two cases that preceded his 
not a defendant had ignored the or- 
ders of the court. 


Mrs'. Massie told the court her hus- 


band had been "pretty cranky" and 
said she thought he had been drinking. 
He had remained away from home 
one night. 
This statement disclosed 


domestic troubles which engaged (he 
attention of the court for several min- 
utes. Mrs. Massie concluded with the 
statement that, sho Intended to return 
to her parents. 


After telling the defendant he could 


continue his 
parole for a fortnight 


Judge 'Cleland turned his attention to 
the recalcitrant wife. 


"Mrs. Massie," he said, "I had, as 


previously stated, intended to send 
your husband to tho bridewell be- 
cause he violated my order not to 
drink anything during his parole. 
But tho disclosures of tho last few 
moments have injected a new phase , 
Into tho situation.

Speaks of Encroachment 


on Legislative. 
. 


New York, Feb." 2.—At the banquet 


of the Sons of Williams college at Del- 
monico's last night, Joseph H. Choate, 
the principal speaker, paid a tribute 
to President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Root, but he also sounded a warning 
to them not to encroach upon the du- 
ties of the legislature and vice versa. 


"There is not a man or a woman in 


this country," he said, "no matter how 
much they differ in 
opinion 
from 


them, who will not give them credit 
for the great public-spirited work they 
are doing, work, too, that involves the 
sacrifice of their own personal inter- 
ests." 


Mr. Choate then turned his attention 


to our national form of government 
and then uttered his warning. 
The 


authority of the supreme 
court, he 


said, was the final authority. 


"To Englishmen who asked me how 


two distinct and independent govern- 
ments could exercise equally supreme 
and sovereign sway," said the former 
ambassador to the court of St. James, 
"I explained that tho functions of the 
two governments were absolutely dis- 
tinct. It was never permitted that 
either should encroach upon the duties 
of the other. 
/ "If the federal power should en- 
croach upon the state or the state upon 
the federal, what then, they asked me. 
[ told them there was but one instance 
of that one fatal question of sover- 
eignty, and then we had resorted to 
arms. Henceforth, in case of conflict 
of authority, alt will be settled peace- 
ably by the supreme court without re- 
sorting to threats or force. 


"In our federal government there 


should be no encroachment of the ex- 
ecutive upon the judiciary nor upon 
the legislature, nor should there be 
any encroachment of the legislature 
upon the judiciary nor the executive. 
But what if this should arise? I point 
at that juncture to the United States 
supreme court as the final auhorlty."

Powerful Party of Revolt 


Preparing to Overthrow 


Manchu Dynasty. 


SINGULAR FACT IN 


Victoria, B. C., Feb. 4.—The steam 


er Tartar, which arrived last night, 
brought advices that the revolution 
in central China is becoming a serious 
menace to China, A junction between 
the rebels of Hunan find Kwang Tung 
Is threatened, with the result that a 
formidable rebellion will follow. 


Sun Yat Sen, the Kwang Tung rebel 


leader, who escaped from the Chi- 
nese legation in London some years 
"ago, in a sensational manner. Is living 
In Tokio, Japan, and Is organizing 
the revolution which, he says In an In- 
terview, is expected to achieve the 
fall of the present Manchu dynasty 
at Pekin within three years. 


The rebels hold all the mountain 


fastnesses on the borders of Hunan 
and Kiang Si and all attempts of the 
imperial troops to dislodge them have 
failed. In consequence of tlie rebel- 
lion, Chinese authorities ot Shanghai 
are adopting vigorous 
measures to 


check the importation of arms and 
ammunition. 
Agents of the revolu- 


tionists have been sent to the United 
States and Europe to purchase war- 
like material, says a dispatch to the 
Asahi, of Toklo, 
and 
collusion has 


been found to exist between agents 
of the rebels and traders to import 
arms under the guise of trade goods. 


To date twenty thousand imperial 


troops, with cavalry and artillery, have 
been sent against the rebels, but fail- 
ed to achieve anything. Advices from 
foreigners who visited the district say 
it Is doubtful whether the revolution 
can. be suppressed, 
should 
all the 


troops at the disposal of the govern- 
ment be sent. The leader of the rev- 
olutionists Is Kung Chuntai, 
from 


Slang Tang, atfd placards issued by 
him. state that the rebellion is aimed 
at the overthrow of the 
Manchu 


dynasty. 


Signs of unrest are reported from 


many places In China. Dispatches to 
the Achal from Mukden state that an 
outbreak against the dynasty 
is ex- 


treme in Manchuria, where a battal- 
ion of Chinese troops has murdered 
Its officers. At Pekin exceptional pre- 
cautions are being taken, police and 
palace guards being doubled. Warn- 
ings have been sent by Viceroy Chang 
Chlh Tung and Tuan Fang that large 
numbers of secret society men from 
the Tangtse valley are flocking to 
Pekin. 


Announces He is Not Candi- 


date for Re-Election 


in New Jersey, 


Washington, Feb. 4.—United States 


Senator John F. Dry den, of New Jer- 
sey, has authorized the Associated 
Press to announce that he bad with- 
drawn his name as a candidate for re- 
election to the United States senate. 


This action was taken on the advice 


of the senator's physicians, who warn- 
ed him of the danger to his health if 
he persisted in attending the public 
meeting arranged at bis request to 
be held In Trenton today. It was Sen- 
ator Dryden's intention to address the 
republican members of the legislature 
snd set forth the reasons, in his opin- 
ion, why he should be re-elected to the 
senate. 


Following: the senator's decision to 


withdraw his name, his physicians, 
Drs. Edward J. Ill and Charles L. Ill, 
sent the following telegram to the re- 
publican leaders in the New Jersey 
fienate and house o£ assembly: 


"The condition of Senator J. F. Dry- 


den's health Is such, on account of the 
long ana severe strain under which he 
has been, that we, his physicians, have 
advised him that it is of imperative im- 
portance that he should not attend the 
proposed conference at Trenton oo 
Monday." 


Senator Drydeu said he had hoped 


at this meeting to be able to convince 
the eight republicans who refused to 
be bound by the action of the party 
caucus that their opposition to him is 
based upon mistaken grounds. 


In explaining ihe 
senator's with- 


drawal from the senatorial race his 
private secretary made the following 
statement: 


"Senator Dryden concluded that a 


continuance of the deadlock would 
tend to injure the party and the state. 
Accordingly he yesterday formally an- 
nounced his intention to 
withdraw. 


Senator Dryflen is not dangerously ill. 
His condition is such, however, that 
his physicians and family consider it 
of vital importance that ho should be 
relieved at once of any further strain 
upon his strength and that complete 
rest from all cares is absolutely neces- 
sary."

Foes of Liquor Evil Assail 


Traffic in Field Day 


Addressee. 


Foes of tlie sal.vn, organized as the 


Anti-Saloon 
League |' Indiana, held 


thirteen powerful meetings In .Fort 
Wayne churches Sunday to forward 
tha effort which 
Is being made to 


drive the saloon out of the state. It 
was the first Fort Wayne field day 
of the organisation, which but recent- 
ly began work in this city, and un- 
usual interest attached to the occa- 
sion. 
Prominent officers of the or- 


ganization from Indianapolis, SQUID 
Bend, EvansviHe 
and 
Fort Wayne 


were heard In scathing arraignment 
of the liquor evil by largo audiences 
that were plainly in deep sympathy 
with the movement, and much en- 
thusiasm was manifested in the work. 


The Anti-Saloon league declares It 


will be satisfied 
with 
no half-way 


measures. It is aiming to drive the 
saloon entirely out of Indiana, and ac- 
cepts compromise legislation only as 
a step toward the attainment of its 
eventual purpose. Six meetings were 
held In as many 
churches Sunday 


morning, an equal 
number in the 


evening, and 
during the afternoon 


Rev. U. O. Humphrey, of Indianapolis, 
addressed a mass meeting for men 
at the First Baptist church. During 
the day hundreds o£ signatures were 
secured to petitions asking the legis- 
lature to pass the "blind tiger" bill, 
which prohibits 
the 
dispensing of 


liquor as a beverage at any place, 
private club or otherwise, vithout the 
payment of a license fee. 


The "Personal Liberty" Plea. 


In his address to the men's mass 


meeting at the First Baptist church 
Sunday afternoon, State Superintend- 
ent Humphrey delivered some force- 
ful blows against the liquor traffic. 
He denied that either .government or 
,ocal communities were benefited by 
revenues derived from 
the whisky 


trade, and assailed the so-called "per- 
sonal liberty" plea. This, he declared, 
was merely a subterfuge to allow one 
slass of people to violate the law. 
"Now, 
if saloonkeepers are permitted 


to violate the law," said .Mr. Hum- 
phrey, "why should not other classes 
of law-breakers 
demand 
the same 


privilege? Why shouldn't the house- 
jreakers, for instance, form an or- 
•anization to 
'further 
their 
inter- 


ests?' " 


Continuing, Rev. 
Mr. Humphrey 


said in part; 


"The'-a are now practically only two 
•ide-open cities of size in Indiana." con- 
tinued the speaker. 
"They are Indianap- 
olis and Fort "Wayne, and wherever you 
find a wide-men town you find crime 
rampant. 
Why? 
Because the wide- 
open town Is the town that attracts the 
thug elements, so that In Indianapolis 
one is not safe beyond his door at night. 
"But 
why do sucli conditions exist? 
Why. 
Just because certain good citizens 
permit it. 
There Is a class or citizens 
and Christians that I always feel like 
choking or kicking; soundly, and thtit Is 
the class who draw their clothes about 
them sanctimoniously and consider them- 
selves above the 'm!re of politics.' 
I 
was at a prayer meeting one night while 
there was a primary going on. and in the 
auflience several men. good men. who 
prayed aloud that the Lord would better 
conditions In their city, hut white they 
rerc praying the saloonists and thugs 
•ere working at the primaries and they 
carried them, so that conditions, instead 
of hiding better, were worse. 
Those men 
could have done more for Jesus Christ by 
going and working at the primaries than 
they could have done at the prayer meet- 


"Polltics must be purified and Christian 
men must do it. The ssloon men assured- 
ly won't do it. 
It is the duty of you np- 
ight men. Christian men, to unite and 
i-hen they do unite these other elements 
•ill not be able to control and curse and 
damn your beautiful city. 
Saloon Has No Defense. 
"The saloon has no valid defense. 
If 
It had. why will not its champions an- 
swer the challenges, often repeated, to 
come out on the platform? They will 
not do it because they have nothing to say 
that could not be controverted. 
They 
ill tell you the government cannot ex- 
ist without the whisky revenues, that the 
city would go to the demnition bow-wows 
if it were not for the liquor license. They 
point to tha income of the school fund 
from the revenues from the saloon li- 
censes, but my God. It is an awful thing 
to contemplate that our children's edu- 
cation is paid for with blood money. "Who 
pays the license? It Is tlie woman, who, 
vith drawn, haggard face, stands at the 
.vashtub rubbing, rubbing, rubbing till 
her hands are worn, to gain sustenance for 
the hapless children of a drunken father. 
These people pay the license, and the 
saloon keepers are simply the tax gath- 
erers ami in turn hand over for our chil- 
dren's education the money from the suf- 
fering women and children of the land, I 
say. 
if the government cannot subsist 
without tins revenue, it Is better that ft 
ihould die.Doesn't Pay Its Cost. 


"But 
the saloon doesn't beqiu to pay 
Its cost. 
The recent report of a govern- 
ment statistician—:»nd he wasn't a tem- 
Eerance crank, either—informs us that 
jr every dollar the government receives 
from the liquor revenues ft expends six- 
teen dollars In caring for the victims of 
the traffic. 
The same thing applies to 
cities. 
In I-os Angeles the saloons are 
confined to a district a mllo square. 
The 
city gets annually J260.000 from the Issue 
of licenses, and pays out S300.000 for po- 
licemen, and eighty per cent, of the po- 
licemen are needed for the district a 
mile square, where the saloons are lo- 
cated. 
"But 1st us look further, and ask what 
brings in taxes? It is the assessable prop- 
erty, consequently an Increase in assessa- 
ble property means greater revenue for 
taxation. 
Now suppose we would take 
all the money that is paid to brewers and 
distillers and have It Invested by the 
workinemen In real estate, the assessable 
•property would increase and rates of tax- 
ation would necessarily go down. 
In 
the city of Cambridge. Moss,, property 
values increased $3.000,000 in ten years 
during which saloons were allowed to 
exist. 
In the ten years ending with I!)00 
there were no saloons, and assessable 
property Increased $27.00rj,000. or nine 
times as much, and this was in the 
period of hard times, too. 
" Cited Adams County Case. 
"There is another 
stock 
argument, 
that farmers will not trade In a dry 
town. 
It isn't 
true. 
When 
remon- 
strances against saloons are circulated 
you find the farmers signing them. The 
farmers arc not beer guzzlers. 
We have 
an example right down here In Adams 
county lhat refutes that argument. Four 
yenrs ago the town of Berne got rid of 
her saloons. 
The business men were 
told that grass would grow In the streets. 
But since then they have put down brick 
pavements so the grass can't trrow. and 
they have built sewers, and the bank de- 
posits have increased seventy per cent. 
In Gflneva, where saloons have bcon tol- 
er.ited. the bnnk deposits have decreased 
six per cent. 
"Last fall I spent two weeks campaign- 
ing In the state of Maine. 
I traveled 500 
miles and only 
saw two drunk men. 
Maine has no saloons and It has no poor 
class. 
In that stnte there Is In the 
banks SOS.22 on deposit for every man. 
woman and child. 
Prohibition Maine is 


the only state that has more bmnk de- 
positors than voters. 
It has a million 
more depositors and millions of dollarr 
more on deixaii than Ohio, with onlj 
one-sixth of Ohlo'» population. 
And 
Ohio has saloons. 
Mor« Than Talk Nead«d. 
"But the remedy cannoi be brought 
shout by talking, or passing resolutions. 
Organization and .union of effort ar« 
what we need, and with them we can ac- 
complish what we aim at- 
*"» Indianap- 
olis we united in'the fourteenth ward and 
abolished thirty-saven salooiu. ^« didnt 
stop with Interesting church people. The 
manager of Parry's factory asked us to 
help him get rid of rive saloons In the 
neighborhood of the establishment wnicn. 
he said, were a curse to its employes and 
to the company. 
We held meetings in 
the factoiy and got th*s men Interested. 
Finally they organized meetings In other 
factories and the result was the saloons 
were closed. 
The management know the 
saloons were a curse and by mingling 
with their men convinced them of the 
fact. Tho business man knows that every 
dollar that goes Into the saloon till goes 
out of legitimate channels of business. 
And when the business Interests awaken 
to their own welfare the saloons will so. 
and so forever." 


liberty Va. License. 


Referring to the claim that the cur- 


tailment ot the 
liquor traffic Is an 


abridgement of personal liberty, Mr. 
Humphrey declared the trouble is 
that too 'many people spell the word 
"liberty," li-c-e-n-s-e. "I must be re- 
stricted in my liberty when Us exer- 
clso Interferes with the well-being of 
my neighbors. 
The man who went 


along swinging his arms about him 
thought he was exercising his liberty 
until one of his arms struck the nose 
of 
another man. The other man 


knocked him into the gutter, and to 
his protest replied 'your"liberty ends 
where my nose begins.' The saloon 
element Is not the only one entitled 
:o liberty. 
When the saloon de- 


jauches men and women and rules 
lomes it must be not only restricted 
jut driven out of business, I was told 
of a man who, although a Christian, 
leld to the personal liberty idea until 
le found his sliteen-year-old daugh- 
.er had been enticed Into a wine room 
and his young son was found In a 
poker room. He never talked personal 
iberty after that. 
"It has been said, and I believe it, 


that It is as impossible to run a saw- 
mill without logs as to run a saloon 
without debauching people. 


Growth of Total Abstinence. 


'The cause of total abstinence is 


growing everywhere, 
and the man 


who turns down his glass at a ban- 
quet is honored. The work is grow- 
ng so fast that we can't keep up with 
t. Did you know that Tennessee had 
gone dry? That state has had only 
welve towns having saloons because 
he law provided that except in cities 
here should be no saloon within four 
miles of a church 
or school house. 


Jut the day before yesterday the leg- 
slature did away with the saloons al- 
ogether. 
Oklahoma will come Into 


he union as a prohibition state. . In 
Centucky ninety-six out of 119 coun- 
ies are without saloons. Governor 
Jeckham was elected on a temper- 
ance platform. In other states the 
ame story is repeated. 
North Caro- 


ina has fewer saloons than your city. 
South Bend has more than the whole 
state of Alabama. 
In Indiana 
we 


have made more progress in the past 
wenty months, since the Moore law 
ook effect, than we made In the pre- 
;eding ten years. We would make

Before closing Mr. Humphrey said 


he league had hoped for the passage 
of the "blind tiger" law last week, 
when the druggists began. to make a 
fight against It, and he expressed sur- 
prise that men engaged In a reputa- 
ile business should oppose the law.

The 
Light Bearers' circle, composed of 
young men and women from twenty- 
"our different churches and ten de- 
nominations, devote .their Sunday aft- 
ernoons to doing personal work in the 
hospital, distributing tracts and flow- 
ers. 
They work not only among the 


adults but also teach the little chil- 
dren. 
Two hundred and forty-seven 


conversions have resulted from this 
work.

•_.; 
' The German Endeavorers are pub- 
lishing several Christian Endeavor pa- 
pers, one, Die Jugend-Hllfe, having a 
circulation of 10,000 copies. They sup- 
abrt several missionaries In the Caro- 
ine islands, and three secretaries give 
;heir whole time to the. w.ork; besides, 
;hey have been 
supporting a field 


•worker among the -Lettish provinces 
of Russia who has organized Christian 
Endeavor societies there. 


Spain enjoys the unique distinction 


of having more Mothers' societies lu 
proportion to its total than any other 
country. The Young People's and 
Junior work is also aggressive. 


In Russian Poland there are seven 


Christian Endeavor societies, part of 
them using the German language and 
;iart the Bohemian. 
A great deal of 


iterature has been published in Rus- 
sian, Polish, and German. There has 
long been a British-American society 
In St. Petersburg, and there are also 
a Lettish and a Finnish society. There 
were in May last thirty-three societies 
in the Baltic provinces, not'counting 
the twenty-eight in Finland, and there 
are several German societies In the 
south of Russia. There are 600 Prot* 
estant churches in which Christian En- 
deavor may find a foothold. 


In Central Africa at the Equator 


mission Bolengi, on the Upper Congo, 
a thousand miles from the mouth, Is a 
society of 200 members, and It is con- 
stantly increasing. 
They 
have the 


pledge printed in the sign language. 
Three natives are only six years out 
of savagery, haying been 
cannibals. 


They aend this message to American 
and English Eudeavorers: "Tell them 
we want more teachers." 


There are 327 societies, with mors 


than 10,000 members, in the Dutch Re- 
formed church, South Africa, which, 
added to ths'133 societies and 4,000 
members of the South African union, 
make 450 societies and more than 14,- 
000 members. 


Beneath the shadow of the Great 


Pyramid Is the Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety of Cairo, Egypt. 
Besides .this 


Christian Endeavor society for Eng- 
lish speaking young people, there is 
another for those who speak other 
tongues, in which are natives, Greeks, 
Copts, and Syrians. In all there are 
twenty societies, one of the largest be- 
ing in connection with the 
United 


Presbyterian college at Assiut. 


Japan Is now fourteen years old In 


Christian Endeavor. 
The growth of 


societies has been especially encour- 
aging since the World's union assisted 
to supply a field secretary. The Jap- 
anese union has more sustaining mem* 
bers tnan ever before, and Secretary 
Sawaya expects 'to bring the number 
up to 300 before the next convention. 


India now has six provincial unions 
Jd twelve local unions, besides the 


United Society of India, Burma and 
Ceylon. More than forty Endeavorers 
of the Banjanal union, India, equipped 
with a tent and stereoptlcon, made an 
evangelistic tour of seventy-four vil- 
lages, reaching 6,000 people. 


The pastors on the plain of Unimia, 


Persia, have planned to make each 
Christian Endeavor society responsi- 
ble for organizing and visiting socle- 
ties in the surrounding hamlets. There 
are about 300 such places, and In each 
of them are a few families of Nesto- 
rians (nominal Christians) among the 
many Mohammedans, who could be 
organized into the nucleus of a society. 


Christian Endeavor Is necessarily 


polyglot in its nature In the Hawaiian 
islands, where there are 30,000 natives, 
7,000 Kanakas, 66,000 Japanese, 40,000 
Chinese, 8,000 Coreans, 7,000 Portu- 
guese, and 8,000 whites. The meet- 
ings of the Honolulu union are con- 
ducted in three of four languages, and 
the help of interpreters is needed 
sometimes as many as half a dozen 
nationalities being represented. 


Nowhere is the interest In Christian 


Endeavor keener and more intelligent 
than on the British island of Jamaica. 
At the last convention delegates were 
present from 238 societies of the 2B8 
on the island. Jamaica seldom fails 
to have delegates at the International 
conventions. 


Mexico, the great southern republic 


of North America, has many energetic

deavor. 


Endeavor workers. At the last annual 
convention there were reported 133 
societies. The Mexican union Is now 
officered almost entirely by Mexicans, 
and is closely affiliated with the Sun- 
day school work of the country. The 
missionaries In Mexico are in closest 
sympathy with Christian 
Endeavor. 


One noteworthy Mexican society is 
that of the Juniors of the Christian 
mission at Monterey, which. is five 
years old, and numbers 350 boys and 
girls. !t meets in 'three sections, one 
English-speaking and two Mexican. 


This has been a year of Bteady'pro- 


gress in Christian Endeavor in the 
land where the boxer d/cimated the 
ranks. One of the interesting socie- 
ties in China Is that in the leper con- 
gregation at Canton. The meeting is 
conducted by the lepers themselves. 


More than twenty-five prisons have 


been entered by the Endeavor society. 
In Texas, Kentucky, Iowa, Utah, New 
Mexico, New York, and some other 
states the work has been especially 
efficient In Baltimore and Atlanta so- 
cieties have been organized in the fed- 
eral prisons, and in Kansas City En- 
deavor societies have been organized 
In several of the jails. "Father" Coffin 
of Iowa, who worked hand In glove 
with the prison Endeavor workers of 
that state, has provided, at,his own 
expense, two homes for 
discharged 


prisoners. Many Instances might be 
given of Endeavorers 
taking dis- 


charged 
prisoners into their own 


homes until they - could be provided 
with permanent places.

Like his less fortunate companions 
Bogan was scalded about the head 
face and neck, both wrists, the lower 
right leg and a portion of the right 
thigh and the left leg-and a portion of 
the right thigh and the left leg from 
the knee downward.

GROW YOUR OWN FEED STUFF. 


NO REASON WHY EVERY FARMER IN CORN BELT CANNOT DO SO, 


(BY R. K. WILKINSON.) 


By growing timothy, clover, straw, 


corn fodder, oats anil corn, ami by ex- 
changing a part of our corn or oata 
"for 
oil meal, bran, or uomo similar 


feed, and by grinding >^orn cob meal 
and mixing with a small amount of 
oats, wo have the best possible ration 
for our cattle; anil If wo had good, 
high-grade Short-horns, or Angus, or 
Herefords, and fed thorn the right 
kind of ration, wo could grow the best 
beef to bo found In the world, 


I live in Champaign county, Illinois, 


and ono of the very biggest cattle feed- 
ors in that county had a Una lot of 
cattle In his lots, Kb had been feed- 
Ing them for a long: time on snapped | 
corn. They were big and fat, weighing j 
on an average about 1,500 pounds, and ( 
he wanted to rush them-a little faster 
so he had a lot of corn shelled. 


Ho had been feeding three pecks of 


snapped corn per day and everyone 
of course knows that the hogs got part 
of that. When ho got the corn shelled 
ho made a sharp change from the 
snapped corn to three pecks of shelled 
corn per day, and a,s a result, Inside of 
three days he hail several (lead steers 
and a lot of others out of condition. 


He shut off the corn, fed them on 


hay for a few days and shipped them 
to Chicago. This was clone by an old 
experienced cattle feeder. 


And I havo tied to It and with splen- 


did success. 
If you feel you cannot 


afford to buy seed, raise It. I have 
raised nil my seed for years and thou- 
sunds of dollars' worth to sell. 
To 


grow clover seed successfully your land 
should be reasonably fertile and well 
drained. 
Clover will not do well on 


wot. 
B088Y soil. 


The fact that the land Is high does 


not prove It requires no drainage. 
l>y 


constant cropping and 
plowing the 


humus Is so worked out of the land 
that U becomes soggy and packed 
down. 
It then needs draining more 


than lower land, which is full of 
humus and naturally 
more- 
porous. 


Tho land should have been thoroughly 
worked and tilled the season before 
for the young clover plant cannot do 
its best when compelled to 
battle 


against June grass and weeds. 


1 seed liberally, from six to eight 


quarts to the acre, very early in spring, 
usually on winter wheat or rye. Or, as 
was the case this spring, the heavily 
drifted snows laid late and then went 
off with heavy rains, leaving the land 
packed down so the seed had no 
chance to get into the soil. 


I went into my shop and made a 


tool much like an old-fashioned corn 
marker. It was simply a round stick 
about five inches through with thills

How often we hear men say they 


got their cattle on full feed in a week. 
It is men who do this that havo to ship 
before they get their 
cattle 
well 


started. Six weeks is nono too long to 
get a lot of cattle on a full grain 
ration. Shocked corn is a good starter, 
fed lightly at first, with plenty of other 
roughness and with snapped corn or 
ear corn mixed in a little later on, 
so that -when the change is made to ail 
ear- -corn it will not be a radical 
change. 


In case of a storm, when the cattle 


will not leave their sheds for feefl, or 
water for twenty-four hours, shut off 
the corn ration entirely and give a 
little better quality of roughness, and 
then take from two to three days rn 
go back to a full feed of corn. 


My advice to th,e feeder whose cattle 


get to a point where they are doing 
no good is, not to ship them, but to 
take them 
off feed and start over 


again. 
Take good cotton seed meal 


and ground ear corn and mix it with 
a little oats or bran, and gradually set 
them started on feed again In this way. 
If you cannot get them in thrifty con- 
dition again within a short time, the 
only thing to do is to ship them. 


"We start our cattle on feed in the 


fall by hauling out shock corn and 
scattering it around the pasture, aim- 
ing to give only a few ears to a stvr. 
"We gradually Increase from clay to 
day and then feed shocked corn in the 
morning and a small amount of 
snapped corn In the evening", increas- 
ing the amount, so that at the end nf 
sis weeks they arc getting all they will 
clean up. 
[ 


About this time ws put them into I 


the feed lot and feed them snapped 
rorn or car corn In feed bunks, with | 
hay or straw or corn fodder in racks 
so they can get all they want oC it at 
all times, water convenient to them 
end a box filled with salt constantly 
before them. 


running out one way and handles the 
other. 
Into this stick I set a row of 


narrow 
teeth 
about 
three-quarter 


inches wide, the same distance apart 
as the holes In my wheat drill. 


This tool lodsens the ground, culti- 


vates the wheat and leaves the land in 
fine condition to receive the clover 
seed. 


When harvesting I simply mow the 


clover with a machine, fixing the 
dividing board so that neither team 
nor machine shall grind it down. I 
always try to handle while a trifle 
damp, either early In the morning or 
late In the evening. 


In this way I have sometimes grown 


seed that would sell for nearly or 
quite all the laud was worth after 
having already taken oft a large crop 
of hay. This- was done with very little 
injury to the lands. 


DISC THE CORX STALE. 


The man who has studied his own 


soil and has had much experience with 
half rotted stalks when cultivating 
corn, does not have to be told what 
his duty Is when Jt comes to getting 
rid of corn stalks on the ground that 
is again to bo put to corn. I usually 
break them up and burn them on corn 
ground. For small grain it does not 
matter so much. I have also ascer- 
tained that when stalks are disced with 
a sharp disc before plowing that but 
few stalks do harm. The discing does 
good more ways than one in instances 
of this kind,—L. M. Strader.

GOAT MEAT AS MUTTON. 


Much of It Is Sold on the Western 


Markets. 


George P. Thompson, of the Bureau 


of Animal Industry, says a consider- 
able number, but not many thousands, 
of cross-bred Angoras find their way 
to stock centers, such as Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, Buffalo 
and 
New 


York, and are sold there io the pack- 
ing houses, if in goocl condition. 


They are 
purchased at a price 


slightly under that paid for sheep, and 
ire disposed of in ths carcass and 
sometimes in canned form as sheep 
nutton. These goats are usually some 
that have served a good purpose in 
clearing up brushwood, and becoming 
fat on it. are worth more as slaughter 
animals than to s;ell io some other per- 
son for brush clearing. 


The greater number of persons v.-ho 


are engaged in the Angora goat ludus- 
*ry at this time—and the number of 
such will continue to increase—have 
a much better quality i»f gouts than 
those that find their way to the mar- 
iet in considerable numbers. 


They have animals that will yield a 


leeee worth from a $1.00 to a $1.50, 
and their value as destroyer of brush- 
wood and weeds, and as fertilizers of 
the land, must be added; besides, the 
does raise kids that are worth $3.00 
each. 
* 


The wethers produce a better fieece 


than the bucks for growing fleeces 
from seven to nine years. Only desir-. 
able animals for breeding are sold for 
mutton. 


"It is obvious," says Mr. Thompson, 
that the most desirable market is 


the nearest one, as it is with any other 
product. 1 have not heard of a single 
nstanee where a home market has not 
been found without difficulty for all 
the goats that have been offered; and, 
too, 
no instance where the purchasers 


of such meat have not been entirely 
satisfied. 


"I think I am perfectly correct in 


saying that there will be no glut of 
.he market with goat meat within a 
decade. 
Even now, many 
hotels 


would serve it if they could obtain a 
supply, and dining cars on some of the 
•ailroads have already made efforts to 
contract for a. steady supply. The,re 
may, 
still bo some prejudice against 


Angora mutton, but it is not in evi- 
dence. It seems that if any such mut- 
ton is available, it is taken at once," 


THIS HEX A CHAMPION'. 


MANURE FOR THE GRASS FIELDS. 


Trained by Professor Goivell, Lays 250 


Kg;js a Year. 


The champion hen made her record 


at the experiment farm of Maine, un- 
der the tuition of Professor Gowell, 
who lias done a great work in up- 
Ijreeding egg-producing hens. 


Professor Gowell believes that he 


can produce a breed of hens that can 
lay more egs's than the ordinary hen, 
whose laziness is responsible for the 
high prices of eggs in American mar- 
kets today. Thus far he has developed 
more than forty hens which have in 
n year laid more than 200 eggs apiece, 
while a great many have exceeded 100 
eggs in a year. 


Persons who understand omelet bet- 


ter than they clo hen history, and who 
have a better appetite for eggs than 
they have for statistics, do not realize 
the importance of this effort for poul- 
try improvement, but some idea of tUe 
benefits to flow from even partial suc- 
cess in Professor Gowell's work may 
be gained from a few figures. 


Even if the experiments in progress 


at Orono shall accomplish no more 
than to produce a breed of chickens 
that shall surpass the' present breed 
in egg laying by one dozen per chicken 
a year, then, for the state of Maine. 
with its 1,000,000 chickens, that would 
mean about 5150,000 a year increase in 
ess value, the average'price in Maine 
being slightly more than 15 cents a 
dozen, while for the whole United 
States, with its nearly 
234,000,000 


chickens, the Increase in value of "the 
egg 
product 
would 
be 
about 


?2o,000,000 a year. 


The experiments began several years 


ago with about 1.000 hens. Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks and White AVyandottes. 
During the first four years in which 
Professor 
Gowell selected breeding 


stock by use of the trap nests he 
found 
thirty-five hens 'that yielded 


from 200 to 251 eggs in a year. Sev- 
eral yielded only thirty-six to sixty 
eggs and three laid no eggs at all. The 
Plymouth Rocks have far outstripped 
the TVyandottes in laying all through 
the six years of the experiments. 


From the mating of cockerels and 


hens hatched from the eggs of his re- 
markable egg layers Professor Gowell 
expects to produce still more wonder- 
:ul hens.

around the barnyard that are a nuis- 
ance at stacking and threshing time, 
but would be worth many dollars if 
well scattered over the pastures. 


Usually in the spring- of the year 


:he pastures yield an abundance ot 
!eed. and if a little is covered up" the 
stock still have a plenty left. 


While the cattle will not take h> 


these top-dressed plots for a time after 
they are 
covered, they 
afford 
an 


abundance of feed at the very time oE 
.he season later when pasture is most 
needed. 


Again, the stock will not eat so 


closely on those places and conse- 
quently the grass will come through 
next winter In much better shape and 
afford pasture ten days sooner than 
had it not been top dressed. 
| 


Manure can be used for this purpose 


that 
would hardly 
be 
considered 


manure for the cultivated field and 
will answer the purpose admirably. 


When one hauls manure on a. grass 
ld he has the assurance that nothing 


,s wasted. The surface or feeding soil 
rets it and that is what is wanted, and 
not the subsoil. 


By leaving it on the surface a season 


aefore it is turned under, the manuria 
value of the manure gels thoroughly 
mixed with the soil that is to grow 
the crop the following season when 
turned under, and the vegetable mat- 
ter Is in such condition that It can 
begin its work of conserving moisture 
and dissolving plant foods without the 
serious danger nf forming a blanket 
at the bottom of the furrow slice and 
cutting off subsoil moisture in a dry 
season, as Is often the case where a 
coating of strawy manure is plowed 
under.

BEST WAY TO SOW OATS. 


Many/farmers are indifferent to the 


test methods of seeding their oat 
lelds. The common practice Is to use 
he end-gate broadcast seeder in the 
stalk field, and disc the oats in with 
ne or two operations, but it has been 


shown conclusively that this is not the 
jest method. 
Modern practice con- 


irms the following: 


Thoroughly disc the ground first, 


hen seed, preferably with a low-down 
)roadcast seeder, then disc once and 
larrow one or more times, according to 
.he season' and the tilth of the land. 
in any case thorough preparation is 
ndispensable. 
Discing 
before 
the 


seeder prepares the ground keeps the

If 'the ground is 


disced twice after the oata are sown, 
he oats will not be at a uniform depth. 
.t clover is to be sown, It should be 
sown after the discing and harrowed 
n; discing the ground after sowing the 
clover puts them too deeply into the 
ground.

HOG COTS 


Improve Hoff Cot I'swl «t Michigan 


Experiment Station. 


Figure 2 represents a form of cot 


recently designed and constructed and. 
now In use in the hog lots at the 
Michigan Experiment Station. 
It 
fa 


6xS feet at the foundation, with the 
sides raised perpendicularly three feet 
before receiving the half pitch roof 
boards. The center boards 
on 
the 


sides are hinged so they can be swung 
open in hot weather. 
The opening 


thus made la covered 
with 
strong 


woven wire, clamped above and below 
between Inch boards. The Inner clamp 
board 
projects an Inch beyond the 


outer ones, thus breaking the joints 
and preventing any draft when the 
openings are closed. 
The two ridge 


boards are also hinged so that they can 
be opened during hot weather. These 
openings permit a freo circulation of 
air, which not only lowers the tem- 
perature, but greatly relieves the op- 
pression of the pigs seeking shelter. 
These openings close down tightly, 
leaving warm 
quarters during the 


coldest weather. 
The cots proper are 


supported on-skids to which they are. 
not attached, being held, in place by 
the blocking of the ties across both 
ends. A two-inch bottom Is used or 
not as desired. This flooring is cut in 
lengths to fit crosswise and rest on the 
skids, which are wider than the sills. 


This form of cot is not desirable for 


the farrowing sow without the addi- 
tion of a railing1 around the perpendic- 
ular walls a few inches from the floor 
to prevent her from overlaying her 
pigs. Probably the chief objection to 
this structure nre the expense of ma- 
terial and cost of construction.

DEVICE FOR WATERING HOGS. 


Recommended by the Department of 


Agriculture. 


The deytce used for watering hogs 


s exceptionally well adapted to the 
mrpose in the absence of a natural 
water supply. In fact, it is perhaps 
more desirable than ponds or even 
running streams on the score oC cl?an- 
iness and decreased liability to in- 
fectious diseases. A sled large enough 
.0 hold an ordinary barrel is covered 
with a heavy water-tight floor tnd 
joarded up water-tight 
four inches 


around the edges. The barrel is pro- 
vided with a large bung or wooden 
stopper in the upper head, In order 
that It may readily 
be filled with 


water. A half-inch hole is borec! In 
the side of the barrel about three 
nches from the bottom (i. e., the 
opening Is three inches from the floor 
an which the barrel stands). 
The 


lower hole being stopped, the barrel is 
Hlled with water. The large bung is 
then inserted air-tight. 
The sled is 


now drawn to the field near the shelter 


houses, and the 
> small stopper is re- 


moved. The water runs out filling the 
shallow box forming the top of the 
sled to the level, of the small opening 
in the barrel. The hogs may drink at 
any corner of the box. As the water 
is consumed, more runs out. Two such 
barrels are placed in each inclosure, 
filled once or twice a day or as often 
as they become empty. 


New barrels are frequently not air- 


tight. 
To remedy this defect, when 


the openings which admit the air are 
not plainly visible, the barrels are 
-.riven a good coat of paint. This us- 
ually stops all small crevices. 
If 


single coat of paint does not accom- 
plish the desired result, another Is 
added, and so on until the barrel holds 
water and excludes air.—Prom U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, Farmer's 
Bulletin No. 272, by W. J. Spillman, 
December 15, 1306.

Without dis 
cussing whether .the treaty was right 
ho said, "the charge that I make is 
that he has accomplished this in viola 
tion of the copatitution. The treaty 
has been practically carried into effecl 
without consulting the senate." The 
same means, he said, might be em 
ployed for the collection 
of 
debts 


from any Central and South American 
republic. 


Mr. Rayner turned his attention to 


the judiciary, announcing his 
beliel 


that this branch of the government 
ought to be entirely free from execu- 
tive Interference. "It Is therefore rny 
judgment," he added, "that the criti- 
cism by the president of Judge Hum- 
phrey with reference to his decision 
In the case Known as the Meat Pack- 
ers' case in the Illinois courts, was 
uncalled for and an invasion of his 
judicial prerogatives." 


Not Accountable to President. 


"We cannot tolerate such intrusion 


on the rights, of the courts," continued 
Mr. 'Rayner. "The courts are not re- 
sponsible to any president of the Uni- 
ted States for their judgments. 
A 


judge would have been perfectly justi 
fied If he had declined to submit in 
silence to a rebuke of the executive. 
He could well, with dignified and calm 
defiance, have 
proclaimed 
from thu 


bench 'I am a sovereign here; 
yon 


have no greater right to interfere with 
me than I have extra-judicially to de- 
nounce an act of yours as usurpation." 


Mr. Rayner chen pronounced his dis^ 


approval of the president for his "in 
truBion" upon the states, taking for 
example the note of the president to 
Governor Guild, of Massachusetts, in 
which the course of the governor was 
commended in refusing to interfere in 
the carrying out of the death sentence 
against Charles L. Tucker. "I never 
knew a communication of this sort to 
be sent by a president to the governor 
of. a state since the foundation of the 
republic," said Mr. Rayner, "and I 
deeply regret and depore the occur- 
rence. It would have been extremely 
good taste for Governor Guild to have 
respectfully remitted this telegram to 
the president with a caution that he 
did not request the president's opinion 
in tho case nor the sanction of his 
high station to the carrying out of the 
execution." 


States Responsible to Nation. 


While admitting that no technical 


violation of any provision of the con- 
stitution was . involved. 
Mr. Rayner 


contended that it was a practical an- 
nouncement that tbe acts of state offi- 
cials were subject to the approval or 
displeasure of the federal government. 


The turbulent times in the senate 


attendant on the passage of the rail- 
road rate bill were next alluded to by 
Mr- Rayner. "The president came in- 
to the game early," he began, and then 
added "We realize that no fight is thor- 
oughly equipped upon this floor unless 
the president is in it. He longs for a 
fight as the heart panteth after the 
water brooks. It was a match to the 
finish between tha senior senator from 
Rhode Island (Aldrich) and the pres- 
ident" 
The most wonderful exhibi- 


tion of the president's power in con- 
gress, Mr. Rayner believed to 
have ; 


been at the time of legislating for the ; 
sea level canal. After describing this

The grand canal is being deepened at 
Halchow; the work on the improve- 
ment being started merely to give em- 
ployment to some of the starving. Es 
timates have been made of the cost of 
feeding each starving person and the 
total amount will reach close to §20,- 
000 daily. This estimate is based on 
a calculation that four million peopls 
are actually starving. 


Incidents are Revolting. 


• Some of the incidents of the famine 
related in the Chinese press are most 
revolting. 
A story is told of one fam- 


ily—the mother and father and two 
children. The mother left home on a 
search of food. While she was away 
the father, despairing of aid, threw 
both children into the 
river. 
The 


mother returned and learning what 
happened threw herself in the river 
and drowned. 
The grief

father followed and thus the whole 
family perished. 
The government is selling grain and 
salt where It can. In some instances 
the public selling places had to bo 
closed because of the great rush of 
natives to buy. In Hsuchoufu in De- 
cember three or four women were 
crushed to death in the mad rush for 
food.

Perils in Cold Storage and 


Lock Jaw in Gelatine 


Drug Capsules. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—Dr. 


Harry W. Wile}-, Uncle Sam's food ex- 
pert, has told the house committee on 
agriculture some startling facts con- 
cerning the dangers of cold storage, 
oyster shipments, and gelatine manu- 
facture. 
The chief of the bureau of 


chemistry of the agricultural depart- 
ment Informed the .committee, which 
has just made public its hearings 011 
the agricultural appropriation bill, that 
milk and eggs are badly affected im- 
mediately upon being put in storage, 
that bulk oysters, if not "embalmed," 
frequently contain 
ptomaines, 
and 


that gelatine has been found to carry 
lockjaw germs. 


Dr. Wiley related the 
results ob- 


tained, in two cold storage warehouses 
which are at his disposal In Washing- 
ton, where he has conducted 
experi- 


ments with all sorts of foodstuffs. 


Milk and Eggs Quickly Deteriorate. 
"Milk begins to 
deteriorate 
right 


away and so does cream," he said. 
'Eggs also begjn to deteriorate imme- 
diately. 


"Fruit is improved and sometimes 


continues to Improve for three months. 
Meat improves up to about six or eight 
weeks. 
But after three months for 


neat you can see that it-has reached 
the" maximum. Then it begins to go 
down, I do not care how hard, it is froz- 
en." 


When asked for a further explaha- 


:ion of the deterioration of meat frozen 
!u cold storage. Dr.'Wiley said: 


"We.find that meats do not taste and 


smell so well. Every time the jury 
can pick that which has been kept 
more than three months. 


"Take our quail. We have a quail a 


year old and a fresh quail cooked just 
alike at the same time. You can dis- 
tinguish instantly between them—first 
by their looks, and then by smell and 
taste. Every time the jury can pick 
them out blindfolded." 


- Cold Good for Short Time. 


Dr. Wiley declared that he is a thor- 


ough believer in. cold storage. He Is 
of the opinion that most foods Improve 
when properly kept for a short time. 


The object of Ms experiments, he. 


said, is to inform the public, and par- 
ticularly cold storage concerns, how 
long they may safely keep articles of 
food; He said that as yet he has been 
unable to determine whether drawii or 
undrawn poultry feee. T better. 


Dr. Wiley was asked many questions 


about oysters. He said that oysters 
opened and shipped in buckets should 
be prevented from entering Interstate 
commerce, because they are dead. 


"An oyster is dead an hour after It 


is opened," said Dr. Wiley, "and Js not 


} gcoci. It loses its flavor." 
j 
la response to Inquiries from Rep- 


resentative HasMns aa to the advisa- 
bility of freezing oysters to preserve 
them for shipment, Dr. Wiley said: 


"They ouglit not to be • frozen. That 


ruins them. 
As soon as they thaw 


they are dangerous." 


i 
He urged that oysters .be shipped 


! alive In the shell. Dr. Wiley declared 


the" greatest outrage of the oyster 
trade is to soak oysters with 
fresh 


water and swell them up to make them 
look fat. 
:. 


Bulk Oysters Often Have Germs. 
Dr. Wiley said that os'aters In cans 


are all right, but concerning bulk oys- 
ters shipped in tr.bs and buckets .he 
said: 


"They are either 
preserved 
with 


some preservative or are dangerously 
near the ptomaine line." ' 


Gelatin was denounced by Dr. Wiley, 


who said of It: 


"It ia made of the scrapings from 


hides that go Into tanners' 
vats. 


These hides, which amell to heaven, 
are treated and trimmed. These trim- 
mings are used to make" gelatin. Tho 
marine hospital .service found tetanus 
germs in gelatin." / 


"Dr. Wiley said gelatin factories are 
the dirtiest in the world, and that the 
hides are treated for shipment with 
alkali, which Is nibbed into them. He 
said that in glue factories what is not 
fit for glue is made into gelatin. 


In reply to a question from Repre- 


sentative Hmigen as to the uses of this 
gelatin Dr. Wiley said: 


"It is put into ice cream and candles 


and is used for making; caosules that 
you take your medicine in." 


He added that there Is no objection 


to gelatin If properly made, and that 
there Is plenty of wholesome raw ma- 
terial from which to make It. 


"No one wants to run the risk of 


getting lockjaw by taking a powder or 
a pill or eating Ice cream," concluded 
Dr; Wiley.

The Inquisitive Mind. 


Sou .never yet met an intelligen 


man or woman who was not continu 
ally asking questions and striving ti 
understand tho unknown/ The indis 
position to. investigate and the unwil 
lingness to attempt the solution 
the problems o! Hfe about us, are al 
ways the signs of an 
intellectua 


weakling. In the spiritual life, as wel 
as In the political and the mechanics 
and the philosophical world, tho one 
word which shonld be most often spo 
ken by the human hps is "why?" 
should be continually asking, "Why 
this?" and, "Why that?" and, "Whj 
the other thing?" 
The human mint 


and soul cannot mark 
time. 
Th< 


mind must 
shrivel up. 
is a golden key with which we should 
try to unlock the manifold mysteries 
of the universe. 


But there is an intelligent way of 


pushing that word "why" and a very 
foolish way. There Is a way of'asking 
"why," which proves to the work 
thafyou are sincerely desirous to ob- 
tain knowledge. Then there Is a way 
Df asking "why" which proves to the 
world that you do not wish to learn, 
but are moved by curiosity only or by 
H desire to unsettle fundamental ques- 
tions. There never was a foreigner 
tvho came to America who asked more 
questions that Li Hung Chang. 
But 


the questions which he asked were 
generally frivolous, and to our ideas. 
Impertinent. 
He would ask aged 


maiden ladies why they never married 
and how old they were. He would ask 
people why they wore false teeth. He 
ould ask this question and that, and 
the other question, until he made ev- 
eryone 
around him 
uncomfortable. 


Thus some people push - that word 
"why" in a most ridiculous way. By 
the Socratic method, they try to argue 
God and Christ and the bible out of the 
minds and hearts of their friends. 
With the interrogation 
point, they 


would advertise to the 
world their 


- transcendental reasoning powers, when 
. they are "only advertising their fran- 
Bcendental curiosity. 


The Spirit, Not the Letter. 


Paul, in his epistle to young Titus, 


advises him to beware of such friv- 
olous curiosity. When he tells him to 
avoid foolish questions, he is not cir- 
cumscribing the Intellect of this young 
man by telling him not to think and 
not to. investigate. He is laying down 
the broad principle which you and I 
would do well to heed, when he said, 
. "Avoid foolish questions and genealo- 
gies and contentions and strivings 
about the law, for they are unprofitable 
and vain.". In .other words, avoid those 
foolish, questions ' and 
contentions 


which have nothing to do with pressing 
home the great purposes of the gospel. 
Live only for those divine truths and 
self-evident facts which will draw us 
nearer, and nearer to the cross of Jesus 
Christ. The poet expressed my inter- 
pretation of Paul's meaning, when he 
'5rrote: 


6omc read the blessed' Book they ,aon't 


some of the passages ot scripture had 
special and exclusive reference to ihe 
times la which they were written, and 
to tho geographical conditions of the 
writers. That would be a very inade- 
quate description of the beauties of 
Shadyside, which was limited to ai 
architect's sepclflcation of the detail! 
of the home of the father of American 
letters. It might be absolutely correct, 
and its measurements unimpeachable; 
but we should mJss the spirit and the 
tender'assoelations of the place, that 
would, make us feel that wo saw it as 
Irving saw it. And yet some men seem 
to school themselves against studying 
the spirit of the bible. 
. They read 


merely the letter of the book. 
By 


reading the letter only, they lose the 
true purposes for which the bible was 
given as a guide to us through this 
world to the other. 


Galileo's Recantation. 


This fact was conspicuously Illus- 


trated . in 
the 
persecution 
of 
the 


physicist and astronomer, Galileo. You 
are familiar with the story of his life. 
He was not the first inventor of the 
telescope, but he was, without doubt, 
the first intelligent user of it. 
He 


'ocused his eye upon the heavens and 
aegan to follow the movements of the 
^eavenly bodies. He went on In his 
Investigations, until at last he found 
out that the earth moved around the 
sun. 
"Absurd, 
absurd," 
cried 
the 


Church of Rome. "Tha earth does not 
move about the sun. The sun moves 
around the earth. Does not the bible 
tell us that Joshua halted the aim 
above Glbeon, and the moon In the 
valley of Ajalon? 
Away with 
the 


heretic! Away, away!" Then the so- 
sailed Hterallst priests placed 
the 


heavy hand of the law upon Galileo, 
and would have tortured him to death 
lad he not signed this humiliating re- 
cantation: "With, a sincere heart and 
unfeigned faith. I abjure, curse and 
[etest the said errors and heresies 
'viz: that the earth moves, etc.) I 
iwear that I will never In the future 
ay, or assert anything verbally, or in 
writing, which may give rise to a sim- 
lar suspicion against mo. I, Galileo, 
lave abjured as above with my own 
land." 


The Purpose of the Bible. 


Now was there ever such unmitigat- 
d nonsense as that act of the church?
